Eldeidge R. Veitch, the son of William 
Veitch, was born, if we are correctly informed, 
in Alexandria, Va., in 1810. Of his early his- 
tory, his education, conversion, and call to the 
ministry, we have not been able to learn as def- 
initely as is desirable. We find, however, that 
he entered the traveling connection in the Bal- 
timore Conference, and was assigned successively 
to the following appointments : In 1831, Fred- 
erick Circuit ; 1832, Fincastle Circuit ; 1833 and 
1834, Franklin Circuit ; 1835, Stafford Circuit ; 
1836-’37, Fairfax Circuit; 1838-39, St. Mary’s 
Circuit ; 1840, Chickamaxon Mission ; 1841-42, 
Jefferson Circuit ; 1843-44, Staunton ; 1845-’46] 
Emory Station, Baltimore ; 1847-48, Chambers- 
burg; 1849-52, Lewisburg District; 1853-54, 
East Baltimore; 1855-’56, Hagerstown; 1857, 
Annapolis ; 1858-65, Rockingham District ; 
1866, Winchester District, where he finished his 
labors, and completed the record of his useful

life. It will thus bo soon that, for thirty-sovon 
Veal'S, ho dovotod himsolf to tho arduous but 
glorious work of tho itinoraiit ministry. As a 
pivachor, ho was sound, oarnost, forcible, mighty 
uv dvvtriuo, oiuinontly striking, original in 
thought and oxprossiou, ami at times graud and 
OYorpoworimi. As a counselor, he was wise, 
safe, and able, to such a vlogroe that his death, 
in this tho hour of the Church’s need, becomes 
one of tluw inscrutable providences, to which 
tho worvls of Jesus may well bo applied : *' What 
1 do thou knowest not now, but thou shall 
know horoaftor.” As a friend, possessed of all 
the hner elements of human character, sancti- 
toiHl by the intluence of grace, he was unselfish, 
steadfast, and true. Re entered on the duties 
of his last field of labor with a heart warmed 
with seal and animated by hope. His visits 
were hailed with joy by the different charges 
of his district. Soon after his return from the 
General Conference, to which he was a delegate, 
he began to exhibit signs of failing health. 

More especially was this the case after preach- 
ing in the open air six successive sermons, at a 
meeting held on the Shepherdstown Circuit. On Baltimore Circuit. 
Thursday, Nov. 15, he made his usual arrange- 
ments to' attend a quarterly meeting on Berke- 
ley Circuit, but was prevented by sickness. On 
the filth, he attended a quarterly meeting on 
Woodstock Circuit, from which he returned 
home — to die. A number of severe and painful 
H'.;vladies completely prostrated his body, out his 
spirit sustained them with that Christian cheer- 
fulness and fortitude which so characterized him 
in the days of health. In the earlier period of 
his sickness, he cherished the hope of speedy 
recovery and the resumption of his loved em- 
ployment in the Church. God, however, ordered 
u otherwise. Disease, like a strong man armed, 
pressed steadily on ; medical skill was bafified, 
and the conviction was forced on the minds of 
himself and friends that his end was nigh.. Ac- 
cordingly, he arranged bis temporal affairs, pre- 
paratory to his departure. In response to an 
observation made hy Brother March, he said, 

“ I can hardly realize that my work is done, but 
am resigned to the will of God.” Again, when 
asked what his prospects were, he replied, “ I 
have no fear about the future now.” On the 
Sabbath of his death, Brother Heterick ap- 
proached his bedside and inquired, “Brother 
Veitch, how are you?” He answered, “Faint, 
vet pursuing.” To Brother Wolff he said, “I 
wouid gladly live for mv family and the Church, 
but I am in the han^ of a merciful Father, 

Brother, Saviour, Friend.” The last word that 
fell from his lips ere the spirit was freed from 
its prison of clay, indicates clearly bis triumph 
over death — it was “ Glory ! ” Thus ended, on 
Sunday, the lOth of Febmary, the nseful life 
of the honest, upright, affectionate Eldridge R. 

Veitch ; but he has left behind him a name 
whose memory the Church will cherish without 
the aid of monumental stone. He has entered 
into his rest, but his works in behalf of that 
Church w’nich he loved even more in adversity 
than prosperity, do follow him, and keep alive in 
loving hearts tlm grateful recollection ol his care,

A. J. Beckwith was born in the city of 
Fredericksburg, Va., March 13, 1833. Early in 
life he became the subject of deep religious im- 
pressions; and at the age of fourteen, in the 
Hanover Street M. E. Church, in the city of 
Baltimore, under the ministry of the Rev. John 
Lanahan, of the Baltimore Conference, he was 
converted, and immediately connected himself 
with the Church in Baltimore, where he re- 
mained until the year 1849, at which time 
he withdrew and attached himself to the 
Church under the control of the Virginia Con- 
ference. Brother Beckwith’s course, from the 
time he became a member of the Church, was 
marked by an unvarying consistency of Chris- 
tian deportment. He soon felt that there were 
duties incumbent on him which he could not 
perform as a layman in the Church ; and, yield- 
ing at once to the conviction that it was his 
duty to enter the work of the ministry, he bent 
every energy to the task of preparing himself 
for the duties of this high vocation. Having 
^ent a year at the acauemy at Hillsboro, in 
London county, Va., as student of divinity, 
under the tuition of Prof. J. J. Potts, where he 
made it a matter of conscience to “ study to show 
himself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed,” he was admitted 
on trial into the Virginia Conference in 1854. 
He continued on the effective list until 1862, 
filling in the meantime the following ^point- 
mente successively, viz. : Amelia ana Hanover 
Circuits, Oregon Mission, (Richmond,) Warren- 
ton, Nelson, Goochland, and King George Cir- 
cuits, remaining on the two last two years each. 
In the spring of 1862, he was compelled, by the 
advance of the Federal army, to leave King 
George; but commenced, immediately, his work 
of faith and labor of love among the soldiers in 
the camps and hospitals in and around Rich- 
mond. While engaged in this work, the dis- 
ease which terminated his earthly life, was de- 
veloped ; and such was the extent of his decline 
during the summer and fall, that he asked 
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for and obtained a supernumerary relation at 
the Conference of 1862. In 1863, at the sug- 
gestion, and by the advice of his friends, he 
went to Florida, honing to restore his fast failing 
health, but returned the next year without being 
at all benefited by his visit. He grew much 
worse in the winter of ’63, from which time to 
the day he died he was rarely ever free from 
pain. 'At times his sufferings were so great that 
it seemed almost impossible for his frail body to 
survive them ; and yet he bore them cheerfully, 
without a murmur, and blessed God that he gave 
him strength to endure all that he called him to 
suffer. Having lived for six months on the con- 
fines of the spirit-world, with his mind con- 
stantly fixed on the unseen and eternal things, 
on Nov. 27, 1866, at seven o’clock p.m., in the 
city of Richmond, surrounded by his family and 
friends, expressing his firm reliance upon the all- 
suScient merits of his Redeemer, ana exhorting 
all to meet him in the better land, he sweetly 
fell asleep in Jesus. Brother Beckwith was a 
sweet-spirited, unobtrusive, meek, humble man 
— not seeking to be known beyond the sphere 
of his appropriate duties — seeking alone the ap-

lay each of us who survive him in the ministry 
so live as he lived, that we may die as he diea, 
that it may be said of us, as it may, with so 
much propriety, be said of him, he “ was a good 
man “he rests from his labors, and his works 
do follow him.” 

Thomas A. Piebce was born in Fauquier 
county, Va., Oct. 25, 1819. When about twenty 
years of age, he was led to the Saviour under 
the ministry of the Rev. John A. Collins. In the 
very commencement of his religious experience, 
he gave promise of that decided Christian char- 
acter which was subsequently developed. He 
was appointed a class-leader soon after his con- 
version, and efficiently discharged the duties of 
that office until he entered the itinerant minis- 
try. He joined the Virginia Conference at 
(i^arlottesville in the fall of 1847, and was ap- 
pointed to the Stafford Circuit. In 1848, he was 
sent to Rappahannock and Culpepper. In 1849, 
he went to King William, where he traveled 
two Years. During his pastorate here, in the 
spring of 1851, he was united in marriage to 
Miss ^Maria C. Dabney, to whom he was ever a 
kind, considerate, and affectionate husband. In 
1852 and 1853, he labored on the James City 
and New Kent Circuit. In 1854, he cultivated 
the Master’s field in King George; 1855 was 
spent in Hampshire; 1856 and 18^5’7, in Hano- 
ver. In 1858, he was again in King William. 
In 1359, he was sent to Greensville. In 1860 
and 1861, he had his pastoral charge in Meck- 
lenburg; in 1862 and 1863, in Campbell; 1864 
and 1865, in Appomattox. In all of these ap- 
pointments he labored like a man of God, and 
was instrumental in doing much good. The 
continuoas toils of the ministry sapped the 
foundations of a constitution naturally robust; 
and in the fall of 1865, he was appointed to the 
charge of the colored mission in Appomattox, 
with the delusive hope that, by relaxing his 



labors, he might recover his wasted energies. 

At the Norfolk Conference, in November, 1866, 
he was placed on the superannuated list; and 
on Feb. 26, 1867, he died, as only the Christian 
can die, triumphing over the last enemy, and 
assured of his eternal reward. The character 
of our departed brother is worthy of praise and 
emulation. He had “ become as a little child,” 
and the kingdom of heaven was established in 
his heart. In him was found a fountain of zeal, 
purity, and Christian love ; and his words and 
actions, as gracious streams, have fertilized many 
desert places in our Zion. He was an earnest, 
honest, faithful minister of Christ. Wherever 
he went, he was “ a light of the world, holding 
forth the word of life.” Though not a brilliant, 
he was always a sensible, preacher ; and by im- 
proving well his talent, he accomplished more 
than many who have been blessed with greater 
advantages. His works are his enduring monu- 
ment, and his highest eulogy has already been 
renounced by his life. “He hath done what 
e could,” and if his name perish from the rec- 
ords of earth, it is doubtless written in heaven 
among those who shall be in everlasting re- 
membrance. 

William H. Starr was born May 7, 1793, in 
Edenton, N. C. He was brought up in Tyrrell 
county, of the same State. In his boyhood, he 
was not distinguished for his morality. When 
he was about twenty years of age, a great change 
took place in his habits, but it was not until he 
was twenty -two years old that he made a pro- 
fession of conversion. He obtained the pardon 
of his sins at a camp-meeting held by the Rev. 
Philip Bruce, and was the only person converted 
at that meeting. At the very commencement 
of his religious life, he determined that he would 
not be an idler in the Church, and soon com- 
menced holding prayer-meetings, and to use 
every other means that were calculated to pro- 
mote his own spiritual improvement, and the 
good of his fellow-men. The members of the 
Church on the circuit on which he lived were 
most favorably impressed with his piety and 
zeal ; and believing that God had called him to 
the ministry, gave him, at their fourth quarterly 
meeting in 1815, a recommendation to the Vir- 
ginia Conference for admission into the travel- 
ing connection. He was received into the Con- 
ference in January, 1816, at Raleigh, N. C., and 
appointed to the New River Circuit, with the 
Rev. Elijah Sparks. In 1817, he had charge of 
the Beaufort and Straits Circuit; in 1818, Wash- 
ington and Swift Creek ; in 1819, Camden and 
Edenton; in 1820, Iredell; in 1821, Caswell; 
in 1822, Mattamuskeet ; in 1823, Tar River ; in 
1824 and 1825, Bedford ; in 1826, Franklin ; in 
1827, Amherst; in 1828, Buckingham; in 1829, 
Brunswick; in 1830, Greensville ; in 1831, Bed- 
ford again; in 1832, Caroline ; in 1833 and 1834, 
Culpepper ; in 1835, Columbia ; in 1836, Albe- 
marle; in 1837 and 1838, Louisa; in 1839, 
Amelia ; in 1840, Banks and Island Mission ; in 
1841, Spottsylvania; in 1842, Banks and Island 
Mission again ; in 1843 and 1844, he sustained 
to the Conference a supernumerary relation ; in 
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1845, he had charge of Gloncester ; in 1846, 1847, 
and 1848, he was chaplain of the Seamen’s 
Bethel in Norfolk; in 1849 and 1850, he was 
pastor of the African M. E. Church of Norfolk. 
At the Conference of 1850, he was again placed 
on the supernumerary list. For two months in 
1851, he was colporteur of the American Tract 
Society. He then became an agent of the Amer- 
ican Colonization Society, and was three years 
in its employment. At the expiration of this 
period, he was appointed an agent of the Vir- 
ginia Colonization Society, and was in its service 
until the close of 1858. In 1859, he labored in 
the City Mission of Petersburg; in 1860, on 
Coalfield Circuit; in 1861, on iGng and Queen 
Circuit. In 1862, he was supernumerary at 
Trinity Station, Richmond. In 1863 and 1864, 
he was supernumerary on Amelia Circuit. Dur- 
ing the remainder of his life, he was on the su- 
perannuated list. Brother Starr was blessed on 
many of his fields of labor with great success. 
Although he was not a very eloquent preacher, 
he always had the respect and confidence of the 
people among whom he labored ; and it is esti- 
mated that between four and five thousand souls 
were converted to God under his faithful ministry. 
He was eminently indued with power from on 
high. He enjoyed in his own heart the truths 
which he proclaimed to others; and the most 
sinful men could not fail to be impressed with his 
earnest devotion to his Master’s cause. In the 
latter part of his life, it pleased God to send upon 
him heavy afflictions. He was thrice attacked 
with paralysis. He was first paralyzed in 1863 ; 
the attack was repeated in 1866; and again in 
the early part of the present year. Under all 
his trials, he was fully resigned to the Divine 
will. They only served to increase that gentle- 
ness and sweetness of spirit which had always 
formed a part of his Christian character. When 
death came, he was ready to depart. He had 
lived to the glory of God, and in his death he 
was sustained by the grace of God. He died 
near Murfreesboro, N. C., Feb. 14, 1867. His 
death was peaceful, happy, triumphant. His 
body rests in Hollywood Cemetery, Richmond, 
Virginia. 

John H. Payne died at the parsonage of the 
East Norfolk Circuit, near Norfolk City, Aug. 
27, 1867, of typhoid fever, in the forty-fourth 
year of his age, after an illness of twenW-four 
days. Brother Payne was converted to ti^od in 
his boyhood, receiving his first religious impres- 
sions in the Sabbath-school. He was a native 
of Stafford county, Va.; and was licensed as a 
local preacher by the Quarterly Conference of 
Stafford Circuit, Feb. 26, 1853. He was admit- 
ted on trial into the Virginia Conference, at 
Elizabeth City, in 1857. He continued in the 
regular work of the itinerancy until he passed 
from his labors on earth to his reward in heaven. 
As a^ preacher, Brother Payne was sound in 
doctrine and in speech. He was not a man of 
extensive learning and literary attainments ; but 
he was a devout student of the word of God, 
and understood it well, and preached it plainly 
and instructively. His preaching was not with 



excellency of speech, nor with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spirit, 
and of power ; and God honored his faithful 
servant oy crowning his labors with success in 
turning many from from sin unto God. Brother 
Payne was a holy man of God — humble, modest, 
and unobtrusive. He possessed much of the 
mind that was in Christ Jesus. As a wise man, 
indued with knowledge, he showed “out of a 
good conversation his works with meekness of 
wisdom.’’ He proclaimed the power and beauty 
of religion by example as well as precept. “ By 
long-suffering, by kindness, by the Holy Ghost, 
by love unfeigned, by the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armor of righteousness on 
the right hand and on the left,^’ he preached 
Christ to men. His way of life was as the path 
of the just, “that shineth more and more unto 
the perfect day.” He endeared himself to those 
among whom he labored as a minister of Jesus, 
by his piety and zeal ; and he still lives in the 
affectionate memory of many who have been in- 
structed, comforted, and led to Christ by hia 
ministrations. Such was the character of Brother 
Payne’s last illness that he was unable to say 
any thing in regard to his future prospects; 
but the testimony of his life is all-sufficient. 
No one who knew his manner of life doubts for 
a moment his future and eternal felicity. He 
walked with God, and is not, for God has taken 
him ; for before his departure he had this testi- 
mony, that he pleased God. He received in his 
last sickness all the attention that love and skill 
could suggest. His remains rest in the Elm- 
wood Cemetery of Norfolk City, awaiting the 
resurrection of the just.

Tract R. Walsh died in the town of Ben- 
nettsville, S. C., Oct. 20, 1867. For more than 
forty years he was a standard-bearer for Christ, 
and during that long period his character, both 
rivate and official, was unstained by a single 
lot. Of commanding presence and deportment, 
he was, wherever seen, a model specimen of the 
dignified Christian minister. The purity and 
consistency of his private life imparted a mo- 
mentum to his pulpit ministrations, which se- 
cured for him a distinguished measure of success 
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in winning souls to Christ. Eschewing all 
adornment, his sermons, which embraced gene- 
rally the exposition and enforcement of some 
cardinal doctrine or duty of the gospel, were 
marked by great simplicity^ and directness, and, 
emphasized iDy a voice of uncommon compass 
ana volume, they were usually delivered in de- 
monstration of the Spirit and with power. His 
hearers were uniformly impressed witn the speak- 
er’s profound conviction of the truth of what 
he was saying, the interpretation of his whole 
demeanor in the pulpit, viz.: “ I believed, there- 
fore have I spoken.’ The estimation in which 
our lamented brother was held by the authori- 
ties of the Church is evident from the impor- 
tance of the charges to which he was assigned, 
while his brethren of the Conference testified 
their appreciation of his dignity and worth by 
electing him to preside over their deliberations 
in the absence of a Bishop. “Called, and 
chosen, and faithful,’’ he has been summoned 
from among us, and his name passes from the 
roll of the Conference ; but his memory, it is be- 
lieved, will linger long with his brethren, an 
inspiration and incentive to all that is manly 
and heroic in the Christian ministry. Licensed 
to preach in September, 1827, he was admitted 
on trial in the South Carolina Conference, in 
January, 1830. In February, 1832, he was re- 
ceived into the Conference, and ordained deacon 
by Bishop Hedding, and, two years afterward, 
he received elder’s orders from the hands of 
Bishop Emory. Yielding to the solicitation of 
friends, and responding, as he believed, to the 
indications of Providence, he located, after trav- 
eling several years, and assumed charge of the 
Marion Academy. For thirteen years he dis- 
charged the duties of this position, to the entire 
satisfaction of the patrons of the school, while 
the impress of his sterling character was perma- 
nently stamped upon many, perhaps most, of 
the youthful minds committed to his training. 
Nor did this long hiatus in his itinerant history 
leave a corresponding blank in his ministerial 
record. During all this period he was “ abund- 
ant in labors,” performing, in addition to his 
scholastic duties, an amount of pulpit and paro- 
chial work seldom exceeded by a regular pastor. 
Reentering the Conference at the close of 1849, 
he continued to travel until 1852, when he was 
elected to the Presidency of Carolina Female 
College, and was regularly assigned by the 
Bishops to this position until the close of 1860. 
Endowed in a marked degree with the peculiar 
qualities requisite for a successful instructor of 
youth, and the superintendence of a literary 
institution of high grade, he vindicated through- 
out his administration the wisdom of those who 
had chosen him to preside over the interests of 
the college. Believing that all learning should 
be made to lean to Christ, he addressed himself 
to the coincident culture of the hearts and 
minds of his pupils, and labored assiduously in 
the lecture-room and from the pulpit, to impress 
upon them the paramount importance of per- 
sonal piety. His success is attested by the fact 
thatr few, if any, passed from his tutorship with 
the diploma of the institution, without profess- 



ing to carry with them, likewise, a spiritual cer- 
tificate of meetness for the kingdom of heaven. 
At the clo.se of 1860, he resigned the Presidency 
of the college, and received appointments con- 
tinuously in the regular work until the end of 
his life. For several months prior to his death, 
his health was visibly declining, and the shrink- 
ing proportions of nis portly frame gave pal- 
pable evidence of the steady and rapid ravages 
of disease. Possessed, however, of an indom- 
itable will and a devotedness to the claims of 
his high vocation, which death alone could 
quench, he continued to preach long after his 
friends and brethren urged him to desist. 
Though extremely feehle, he attended the Dis- 
trict-meeting at Wadesboro, and contributed 
largely by his counsels and pulpit labors to the 
success of that occasion. Never free from pain, 
and frequently in exquisite agony, he still filled 
his appointments regularly until the meeting of 
the Third Quarterly Conference for his circuit, 
which was held on the 31st of August. Appre- 
ciating his condition, the Conference, with en- 
tire unanimity, passed a resolution requesting 
him to suspend nis labors, and devote nimseli 
to the reestablishment of his health. He 
thanked the brethren for their considerate kind- 
ness, in utterances broken by emotion, but ex- 
pressed the hope that it would not be necessary 
to comply with their generous request. The 
resolute spirit, however, overborne by the press- 
ure of its dissolving tabernacle, was forced to 
succumb, and even then his last sermon had 
been preached. Steadily failing, and suffering 
almost incessantly severe pain, he was still able 
to leave his bed a portion of every day, until 
within a week of hi| death. The intensity of 
his anguish was such as at times to extort the 
wish tnat it might be terminated by death — 
a wish that was immediately accompanied by 
expressions of submission to the will of God. 
The testimony of those who ministered at his 
bedside is that, throughout his illness, and dur- 
ing the most acute paroxysms of pain, he ex- 
pressed perfect resignation to the Divine will, 
and unaltering confidence in the sufficiency of 
Christ, (his “Almighty Friend,” as he was wont 
to address him,) mr nis salvation. The nature 
of his disease (dropsy of the chest) was such as 
to produce, for a day or two preceding his death, 
a condition of stupor ; the voice of prayer, how- 
ever, seemed always potent to rally his con- 
sciousness, and elicit tokens of satisfaction. Just 
before he breathed his last, in accordance with 
a request, he had sung the beautiful lines com- 
mencing, “ Oh, sing to me of heaven ! ” and the 
last intelligible utterance of the departing saint 
was, “ That is so sweet! ” In a few moments his 
spirit passed away to enjoy for ever the sweeter 
music of the redeemed in -heaven. 

W. A. Hemingway was admitted on trial in 
the South Carolina Conference, in 1854, and was 
therefore thirteen years connected with the itin- 
erant work. The two years previous to his con- 
nection with the Conference he spent at Cokea- 
bury School, where he obtained a good report 
as a quick and diligent member of his academio 
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classes. He was converted, and joined the 
Church, under the ministry of the Rev. John A. 
Minnick, (a man of precious memory,) to whom 
our departed brother ever referred with tender- 
est emotions and devout acknowledgment. Hav- 
ing thus become connected with the Church 
when but a lad, he was directed by the mission- 
ary to Cokesbury, as a school furnishing supe- 
rior social, religious, and educational advan- 
tages. At this early period he had already set 
his heart upon the work of the ministry, and 
doubtless entered prematurely the itinerant 
ranks. Two or three more years at school 
would have been well spent, but eager and 
abounding zeal, with qualities of heart, mind, 
and manliness, that inspired hope of best re- 
sults, induced those who were connected with 
him to concur in his ardent wishes to go forth 
thus immature in habits and culture, trusting 
that his early and undoubted piety and fine so- 
cial and intellectual qualities would bear him 
safely through the delicate and difficult paths 
of our itinerant work. Our brother filled vari- 
ous respectable fields in our bounds, and bore 
himself with commendable manliness and dili- 
gence. His numerous admirers induce the be- 
lief that his labors were appreciated, and useful 
in a marked degree. He served as chaplain 
during the war, and unadvisedly allowed his 
troops of friends at home and in the army to 
elect him to the Legislature of his native State, 
yet we trust that his good sense, his ardent love 
of his Church and ministry, would have kept 
him from such position in ordinary times. In 
1854, he was appointed junior preacher on the 
Barnwell Circuit; in 1855, on Walterboro Cir- 
cuit; in 1856 and 1857, in charge of St. James’s, 
Charleston ; in 1858, Marion Circuit ; in 1859, 
Morganton ; in 1860, he received a supernume- 
rary relation ; in 1861, was appointea to Wil- 
liamsburg Circuit; in 1862, 1863, 1864, 1865, 
chaplain in the army ; in 1866, he was stationed 
at Spring Street, Charleston ; in 1867, on Man- 
ning Circuit, from which field of labor, on May 
19, he was called to his reward. He entered 
upon his last appointment in good time, but 
found his strength was gone. With great diffi- 
culty he preached two or three times ; then lost 
his voice, to recover it no more. To all but 
himself and family it was evident that his work 
was done ; while ne, unconscious of the fearful 
inroads that most insidious of diseases had made 
upon him, continued to speak hopefully of his 
recovery until a few hours before his death. 
When informed by his physician that he must 
die, he replied, " 1 am ready.” To another he 
said, “ The Lord has sanctified my affliction to 
me, and my way is clear. I have no fears of 
death.” Thus passed away our brother, leaving 
behind a devoted wife and three little ones to 
mourn their irreparable loss, one of whom has 
already joined him in heaven. 

William Ckook was horn in Chester District, 
South Carolina, in 1805. In 1821, when six- 
teen years of age, he was converted, and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, in which he 
became a faithful minister of the gospel of 
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Christ. He was licensed to preach in 1825. At 
the Conference held in Wilmington, N. C., Feb. 
16, 1825, he was admitted into the traveling 
connection. In 1827, he was ordained deacon, 
and in 1829, he was ordained elder. Brother 
Crook had not the advantages of a collegiate 
educatioh, but he devoted himself to the study 
of theology, and also of the Gfeek and Latin 
languages, in which he made considerable pro- 
ficiency. In this he clearly evinced an ardent 
desire to become fully qualified for the great 
work to which he felt himself called of God — 
the preaching of the gospel of Christ. In this 
work he was constantly engaged with zeal and 
success, from the time he joined the Conference 
till health failed, and he was forced to retire 
from the field of active labor. He possessed, in 
a large measure, all those virtues and graces 
which constitute the Christian character, and by 
which he proved himself a “workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed.” His religion was 
pure and undefiled. He was one of the best 
and holiest of men. He obtained the blessing 
of sanctification soon after his conversion, ana 
retained it to the day of his death. He was 
blameless in life and conversation ; and in them 
we see an exemplification of all that is worthy 
of imitation. He was ever careful to let his 
light shine, that others, seeing his good works, 
might glorify their Father which is in heaven. 
He exerted an influence for good wherever he 
went, both by precept and example; and he 
was ever ready for the summons of death when- 
ever he should be called to his reward. He 
loved the Church devotedly, and his whole life 
was spent in laboring to advance the Redeem- 
er’s cause on earth. It was the delight of his 
K)ul to preach the gospel, and to point sinners 
to the Lamb of God. As a preacher and a 
Christian, he was greatly beloved. He filled 
nearly all the stations in the Conference ; was 
presiaing elder eight years, and traveled exten- 
sively in North and South Carolina. He was 
one of the sweetest of singers, which contrib- 
uted much to the efficiency of his ministry. In 
1861, he closed his active labors as an itinerant, 
having traveled thirty-six years. From this 
time ms health gradually declined under that 
insidious and fatal disease, consumption. Dur- 
ing the six years of his suffering, he preached 
whenever opportunity offered and his strength 
would allow. He had been able to attend 
church from the beginning of his sickness till 
the last year of his life, when, to his great re- 
gret, his health failed so as to deprive him of 
this pleasure. His sufferings were great, but he 
was patient and resigned. He expressed him- 
self as having a desire to depart aud be with 
Christ. About three months before his death, 
the Lord’s Supper was administered to him, and 
his soul was made happy in the love of Christ. 
A short time before his aeath, he called his fam- 
ily to his bedside, and requested them to kneel 
and pray that God would grant him a full bless- 
ing before his departure. They did so, and his 
soul was filled unutterably full of joy and peace, 
so that he shouted aloud the praises of his 
blessed Redeemer. He had no fear of death; 
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all was bright beyond ; and he felt that for him 
to die was gain. On Monday night, Nov. 25, 
1867, he breathed his last in the triumphs of 
faith, and his sanctified spirit passed away to 
enjoy the rest that remaineth to the people of 
God.

Lewis L. Ledbetter was born in Greene 
county, Ga., and died in Washington, Ga., June 
4, 1867. In early life he made a profession of 
religion, and joined the M. E. Church. After- 
ward, yielding to the impressions of duty, he 
took upon himself ministerial obligations. For 
several years he labored in a local capacity, but 
soon became strongly impressed that it was his 
duty to itinerate. At the close of 1857, having 
surmounted the obstacles which previously had 
prevented him, he joined the Georgia Conference 
at W ashington. In 1858, he served the Hamilton 
Circuit ana Colored Charge ; in 1859, he was upon 
the Troup Circuit; in 1860, he was the agent of 
La Grange Female College; in 1861 ana 1862, 
he was on the Greenville Circuit; in 1863, he 
was in charge of the Waynesboro Circuit, which 
he served three years in succession ; in 1866, he 
was upon the Wilkes Circuit, and was appointed 
to a portion of the same work — the Broaa River 
Circuit — the present year. He was a man of 
great energy of character, and untiring perse- 
verance. Through these means he overcame, to 
a good degree, the lack of early advantages, and 
rose to usefulness and position. His preaching 
was plain, and practical, and clear. At times it 
was attended with great power and effect, evinc- 
ing a mind above mediocrity. He made no

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compromise with sin, hut with great moral 
courage, everywhere denounced vice in all its 
forms. As a pastor, he was faithful to his flock, 
and by tempering his reproofs with moderation 
and prudence, won their affection and corrected 
their faults. His aim was to subordinate every 
interest to religion, to maintain a consistent 
character, to elevate his office as a minister of 
the gospel, to serve his generation, his Church, 
and his God, and to get to heaven. His anxiety 
to hear the “Well done, good and faithful ser- 
vant,” greatly increased toward the close of his 
life. He seemed to have a premonition of ap- 
proaching death during all the early part of the 
year. Under the impression that his time was 
short, he was stimulated to greater zeal and ac- 
tivity than usual. Although the cares of a very 
large family pressed heavily upon his mind, and 
the affection of his heart clung to them, yet he 
wa* enabled, through faith and grace, submis- 
sively to give them up, committing them to his 
Heavenly Father’s keeping. The attack which 
caused his death was so violent, and his suffer- 
ings so great, that he was prevented from giving 
any special testimony in the dying hour; nor 
was this needed. A noly walk, a godly conver- 
sation, an unwavering faith, all gave certain 
assurance of his victory over death, and of a 
glorious resurrection. 

William G. Allen was horn Sept. 5, 1824. 
His childhood was passed under the nurture of 
pious parents, and at the early age of sixteen 
he professed conversion, and joined the M. E. 
Church. In 1851, he began to exhort, and was 
licensed to preach July 20, 1852. In 1853, he 
was employed on the Dahlonega Circuit, and at 
the close of the year was received into the 
Georgia Conference. From that year until the 
present one, he served the Church efficiently on 
various missions and circuits within the bounds 
of his Conference. In 1866 and 1867, he was 
appointed to the Forsyth Circuit, where he 
ended his labors on the morning of the 13th of 
September last. Brother Allen was a Confer- 
ence model. Every obligation of his office as 
an itinerant Methodist preacher he recognized, 
appreciated, and endeavored to discharge. He 
was a good preacher — a very good preacher. 
He prepared for the pulpit, he studied to show 
himself approved, and was indeed a workman 
that needed not to be ashamed. He “rightly 
divided the word of truth;” instructing, re- 
proving, exhorting, “giving to every man his 
portion in due season.” He kept back none of 
the counsel of God, nor “handled the word de- 
ceitfully,” but plainly, kindly, and fully de- 
clared all things commanded him of God. His 
labors were abundant ; he made full proof of his 
ministry. “ Instant in season and out of season,” 
he not only filled his regular appointments, but 
diligently sought out destitute places, and served 
them as a labor of love. “ The wilderness and 
the solitary place were glad ” for him. No in- 
terest of the Church ever suffered at his hands. 
He minded every duty, great and small. Under 
his charge the cause of Christ always flourished. 
Wherever he went the Church was built up and 



enlarged in her borders. Brother Allen was a 
good man, conscientious before God; unselfish 
and cordial with the brethren ; kind and faith- 
ful toward them that are without; he enjoyed, 
in an eminent degree, the favor of God, the love 
of the Church, ana the confidence and esteem of 
the world. His piety was deep and growing. 
The first of this year he consecrated mmself 
afresh to the great work he believed God had 

f iven him to do in this world. More than ever 
efore he was unusually hopeful of success. At 
the time he was taken sick, a series of extra 
meetings had been projected, from which he 
was anticipating the most gracious results. He 
entered into the labors of the District-meeting at 
Forsyth with great spirit. In the prayer-meet- 
ing on Monday he was greatly hlessed, and 
went home rejoicing in God. On Tuesday he 
was taken very ill, with bilious fever, and grew 
worse from day to day. From the first he said 
he should not live. His sufferings were very 
great, and he became anxious to die. He said 
if God had any more work for him to do, he was 
willing tn stay, but his way was so clear that 
he wanted to go. A few days afterward, the 
doctor announced that he could not live twenty- 
four hours. The fact was communicated to him. 
After giving sundry directions about his family 
and his burial, he said : “ Tell my brethren of 
the Conference I love them all, and if I have 
ever given any of them any offense, I never in- 
tended it. In the early part of my ministry, I 
had some ministerial ambition and vanity, but 
for many years passed I have given all that up, 
and have been for Christ and the Church. I 
have worked faithfully and hard to save souls. 

I have had a large and expensive family to sup- 
port, and have had to w#rk hard to prevent the 
Church from thinking me a burden. I have 
been an honest worker, but a very unworthy 
one, and am a sinner saved by grace.” He then 
called his family, and gave them separately his 
dying counsel and blessing, and charged them 
to meet him in heaven. He rallied and lived 
several days after this, but his faith and hope 
never failed him. From first to last it was a 
scene of holy triumph. When the time of his 
departure was at hand, he was asked if “ all was 
still well.” He answered emphatically, “All is 
well!” Just before he became speechless, he 
was asked, “if his way was still clear.” He 
replied, “As clear as a sunbeam!” When he 
could no longer speak, a brother said to him, 
“ Brother Allen, if your way is still clear, squeeze 
my hand.” A light pressure followed, and he 
gently breathed his last. 

Jackson Bush died at his home in Whites- 
ville, Harris county, Ga., Oct. 29, 1867, after an 
illness of six weeks. He was born in South 
Carolina, April 17, 1817; was converted, and 
joined the M. E. Church, in his eleventh year; 
commenced to preach as local minister in his 
twentieth year. He served the Church faith- 
fully and efficiently in this capacity until 1852, 
when, under a solemn conviction of duty, he 
sold out a comfortable home and farm, and 
threw himself into the Georgia Conference, to be 
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used as the wisdom of the Church might direct. 
He was admitted on trial, and sent to Troup 
Circuit, in 1853; to Whitesville Circuit, in 1854; 
to Heard Circuit, in 1855; and to Jackson Cir- 
cuit, in 1856. Here, his health failing to dis- 
qualification for the regular work, he was granted 
a supernumerary relation to the Conference, and 
continued to fill such appointments as the Con- 
ference judged proper until 1866, when his 
health was so much restored that the Conference 
assigned him regular work on the Greenville 
Circuit for that year, and again in 1867, as junior 
preacher. Brother Rush was a preacher of very 
fair abilities. Though deprived of the polish of- 
an education, yet his mind was vigorous, and 
his sermons pointed and touching. Hard study, 
a fine voice, and untiring energy, made him a 
successful preacher. He possessed executive 
qualities, was a good pastor, visited his flock, 
and attended to all the interests of the Church. 
He was what is termed a good revivalist. The 
love of God and his cause fired his zeal and ani- 
mated his soul to the last. He was stricken 
with disease in the midst of a glorious revival of 
religion on his work, carried on simultaneously 
by the senior preacher and himself. Though 
his illness was protracted and painful, yet he 
did not seem to be impressed that he should die, 
but seemed perfectly resigned. Speaking to him 
on the subject of death, and expressing a hope 
and desire for his early recovery and restoration 
to the work of the ministry, he said : “ I am in 
the hands of God, and if it is his will that I 
should live and preach his word, I am willing ; 
but, if otherwise, I am ready to die. All is 
well!” His spiritual enjoyments at times were 
full and overflowing. One night, while his be- 
loved wife was leading in family prayer, his 
soul became full, and he rejoiced with joy un- 
speakable and full of glory. A short time before- 
his death, and after his speech had failed, the 
Rev. W. J. Cotter a^ked him if all was still well-* 
and his way clear to heaven, to indicate the 
same by raising his right hand. He immediately 
made the signal that all was well.

John W. Laney was the son of Titus and 
Rhoda Laney, and was born in Mecklenburg 
county, N. C., Aug. 10, 1819. Brought up in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord by 
pious parents, he made profession of religion in 
early life, and united himself with the Church, 
and being impelled by the moving of the Holy 
Ghost to ^e high and holy work of the ministry, 
he was received into the Alabama Conference in 
1840. Possessed of warm feelings, firm religious 
principles, and considerable ministerial ability, 
he gave himself fully to the work to which he 
had dedicated heart and life. He labored with 



admitted into the Conference. He then served 
consecutively the Lowndesboro, Pineville, and 
Prattville works with great acceptability. He 
was last appointed to the Socapatoy Circuit, 
where, from the extent of the work and arduous- 
ness of its duties, his health again failed, and 
was never more restored. It may be proper to 
add, that for four years, while a local preacher, 
he filled in an able and satisfactory manner the 
chaplaincy of the State -prison at Wetumpka. 
As a preacher, he was known to most of the 
members of this body. His preaching was 
of that style and class which is difficult to 
describe in a way that will convey to the mind 
of the reader the full measure of the man. 
He possessed some logical powers, but rhetoric 
and elocution were with him the endowment of 
.nature. His imagination was vigorous and 
strong. Its loftiest flights were amid the glories 
of the eternal world, ranging among those bless- 
ings which the Christian expects to realize above 
that which is clearly written. He possessed the 
faculty of leading his congregations with him 
through all the conceptions of his vivid imagi- 
nation. His language was rich, fluent, and 
chaste. Frequently he exhibited the outgush- 
ing of an unstudied and almost unconscious elo- 
quence that filled the whole sanctuary with 
solemn awe. He had power and unction. In a 
word, he was a good preacher. As a friend, he 
was generous, trusting, and kind ; and when the 
bonds of friendship were severed, it was from 
no treachery of his. In all the relations of life.

His social qualities were genial, 
and rendered him an agreeable companion and 
friend. He was married, in 1847, to Miss Har- 
riet A. Wills, of Greene county, Ala., who still 
survives him. For about six years just previous 
to his death he was greatly afflicted, yet his 
faith was unfaltering, and in patience he pos- 
sessed his soul. He died in Cfrenshaw county, 
Ala., Feb. 11, 1867. The disease was apoplexy, 
and consequently he was unable to give any 
dying testimony ; but the evidence of an earnest 
Christian life gives assurance that he sleeps in 
Jesus. 

Thomas M. Lynch, son of Dr. Thomas and 
Barbara Lynch, was born Aug. 1, 1826, in Wil- 
kerson county. Miss., and died of pulmonary 
disease, in Coosa county, Ala., April 18, 1867, 
aged about forty-one years. He married Miss 
Anna Allen in 1849. Brother Lynch embraced 
religion, and joined the M. E. Church, South, at 
a camp-meeting near Oxford, Ga., during his 
collegiate course at that place ; was licensed to 
preadi in 1847, and joined the Alabama Confer- 
ence the same year. His cultivated mind, his 
rare gifts in oratory, and his deep piety, at once 
commended him to the love ana confidence of 
the Conference. Enon Circuit was his first, and 
Marianna and Apalachicola his second appoint- 
ment, when, in 1849, his health failed, and it 
became necessary for him to locate, in which re- 
lation he remained until 1858, when he was re- 



ever drew around him, by the affability of his 
manners and sweetness of his spirit, a large cir- 
cle of friends, and held them by an indissoluble 
cord. He made home happy and pleasant, and 
around him gathered in love and veneration his 
wife and children. But death loves a shining 
mark, and much as he was loved, it claimed 
Brother Lynch for its victim, but he was ready 
to go. A short time before his death, he said 
that “Jesus was a friend that sticketh closer 
than a brother,” and “ that he felt an indwelling 
Saviour,” and seemed to gather “gleams from 
the morning-lit land.”

He preached Jesus 
from the sandy beach of Florida to the rough 
mountains that stretch across the northern part 
of our State. Along his path gleam brilliant 
lights kindled by his office and ministry. He 
leaves, besides his many friends, a wife and six 
children to mourn his loss, who commend them- 
selves to our prayers and tenderest sympathies.

Christopher C. Callaway died in Greensboro, 
Ala., Aug. 11, 1867, in the forty-sixth year of his 
age. He was born in Lincoln county, Tenn;; 
made a profession of religion, in Noxubee county. 
Miss., in August, 1838; felt a strong impres- 
sion that he was called to the ministry, and was 
admitted into the Alabama Conference in 1844. 
He was a man of vigorous intellect; but, being 
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left early in life an orplian, his educational ad- 
vantages were limitea. During the first year 
of his ministry, after what he considered a 
break-down in one of his sermons, he became 
utterly discouraged; and was on the verge of 
abandoning the work, thinking he must have 
mistaken his calling. Very providentially it 
happened that Dr. Petway, now of the Memphis 
Conference, then a wacticing physician, was in 
the neighborhood. The judicious advice and re- 
monstrance of this sympathizing friend arrested 
a movement which would have lost to the 
Church very efficient and important services. 
After a couple of days of fasting and prayer, 
and earnest self-conflict, he obtained the victory 
over his doubts and fears, his pride and self- 
will ; resumed his ministry at the point where 
he left off, and proceeded with an energy, flu- 
ency, and success that astonished his friends. 
For Dr. Petway he felt, to his dying day, the 
utmost tenderness. He married in 1846. The 
earlier vears of his ministry were, nearly every 
one, a (Jecided success ; is was particularly so on 
the Warsaw Circuit, in 1849— he found four 
societies on the circuit, and left ten. Also, on 
the Summerfield Circuit, which he traveled in 
1852 and 1853 ; there were revivals throughout 
the circuit both years, and large accessions were 
made to the Church through his instrumentality. 
His jsAi/sijwe was fine; his voice full of melody; 
his temperament sanguine ; his spirit genial and 
loving, and his power of attacking people to 
himsmf remarkable. When, added to these ele- 
ments of success, there was a true faith in Christ, 
and an ardent zeal for the spread of religion, 
and a firm hold on the fundamental verities of 
the gospel, it is not surprising that the seals to 
his ministry were numbered by hundreds. He 
was stationed in Greensboro, Ala., in 1854 and 
1855. During the latter of these years, he ac- 
cepted the agency for the Southern University, 
and was regularly appointed to it at the follow- 
ing Conference. This was his work for seven 
years, and here, too, remarkable success attended 
his efforts to secure an endowment for that im- 
portant seat of learning. He had the satisfaction 
of seeing the institution set on foot, and entering 
upon a career of great usefulness to the Church 
and country. Ae last time his friends saw 
him in public, was on the rostrum during the 
last Commencement. He heard the graduating 
speech of his oldest son, but was so feeble as to 
be compelled to return before the diploma of 
Master of Arts was delivered to that son. All 
last year his health was gradually declining, 
though for four years previously, he had been 
.Presiding Elder of the Greensboro District, and 
had discharged his duties with promptness and 
efficiency. From the first Sunday in July to 
the second Sunday in August, he was confined 
to his bed with chronic diarrhoea, suffering much 
most of the time, and growing weaker daily. 
Yet his intellect was clear; he comprehended 
fully his situation ; saw the steady advance of 
the shadow of death ; knew that his very hours 
were numbered — but felt no fear of death! 
Months before, he had suffered much with 
■ <«axiety in respect to the condition of his family 



after his decease. Now all anxiety left his 
mind, and he gave them up, quietly and trust- 
fully, to the good hands of God’s protecting 
care. For himself, all was peace and blessed 
assurance of his acceptance with God, through 
the merits of Christ. He exhibited a livmy 
sensibility — at times a triumphant exultation — 
during the prayers of his brethren who visited 
him. A few days before his death, he requested 
the Presiding Elder of the District, Brother Got- 
ten, to have the Lord’s Supper administered to 
him. This was done — a number of brethren 
participating in the solemnity, and finding it a 
deeply touching scene. A hymn was sung at 
the close, and then the dying minister, throwing 
up his emaciated arms with great energy, said 
in strong, clear tones, “Brethren, keep the 
Church of God pure.” On the following Sunday 
morning, just as the church-bells began to ring, 
with no struggle to mark the last moment, 
sweetly, gently, as die away the soft summer- 
winds, his spirit passed to the hands of his Cre- 
ator, and put on the robes of immortality. Thus 
closed the life-work of our dear, departed 
brother. In the full strength of his manhood, 
a year or two ago, there seemed to be in him 
the promise of a long and increasing useful life 
to the Church. Let us bow submissively to the 
Divine behest, which has removed him to an- 
other and higher sphere. Let us adore the 
riches of the Divine grace, as illustrated in the 
pure and consistent character, the useful life, 
the peaceful, triumphal death, of another of our 
friends who has gone up to join the innumerable 
company before the throne. Let the Church 
pray earnestly that the places made vacant on 
the walls of Zion may be filled by recruits, 
called and sent of God, who shall be “ wise to 
turn many to righteousness,” and wear the 
mantle of our ascended Elijahs, clothed with a 
double portion of their spirit!

Fielding Bell was bom in Stafford county, 
Va., June 19, 1801. His education was com- 
pleted in St. Mary’s College, Maryland. In 
1832, he removed to St. Louis, Mo., and entered 
upon the practice of medicine. He was mar- 
ried in 1834. In 1839, he removed to Floyds- 
burg, Ky., where he received license to preach 
in tne M. E. Church. In 1840, he entered the 
traveling connection in the Kentucky Confer- 
ence. In 1860, he was transferred to the Lou- 
isiana Conference, and was appointed to the 
Concordia Mission, where he labored until the 
work was broken up by the war. After the war, 
in 1865, he was appointed to Waterproof and 
St. J oseph, and continued there until a few days 
before his decease. He was taken sick at Water- 

roof, but was removed to Natchez, Miss., where 

e died, a few hours after his arrival, Aug. 28, 
1867, in the sixty-seventh year of his age, and 
in the twenty-seventh year of his ministry. 
His last days were days of sore trial and great 
suffering, but his end was peace. 

David Kinnear was born in Venango county. 
Pa., June 1, 1802. He was converted at the 



Louisiana Conference, 1867 . 



age of six years, but afterward received a 
fuller assurance that -he was born of God. He 
was licensed to preach July 25, 1830, whilst re- 
siding in Marion county, Ohio ; and the follow- 
ing year was admitted on trial in the Ohio Con- 
ference. He was appointed to the Nicholson 
Circuit in 1831, and to Salt Creek in 1832. At 
the close of this year, on account of feeble 
health, he located, and spent the two following 
years in the South. In 1834, at the Ohio Con- 
ference, he was ordained deacon, and during the 
years 1835 and 1836 he labored as a local 
preacher. In October, 1837, he was again ad- 
mitted on trial in the Ohio Conference, was 
transferred to the Missouri Conference, and ap- 
pointed to the Richmond Circuit. The next 
year he was appointed missionary and teacher 
to the Kickapoo Indian Mission. He gave in 
one year all his salary received from the govern- 
ment, amounting to $1,500, to the missionary 
cause. In 1838, he was ordained elder, by 
Bishop Soule. In 1839, he was appointed super- 
intendent of a manual-labor school amongst the 
Indians. Here, on March 10, 1840, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Elizabeth Lee, her- 
self a devoted missionary. His health failing, 
he was appointed, in 1841, to Independence 
Circuit. In 1842, he located, on account of ill 
health, and was employed to fill the Opelousas 
Station, La., in 1843. He was readmitted by 
the Mississippi Conference, and appointed to the 
Chicot Circuit, in 1844 and 1845. At the close 
of 1845, he was appointed to the C^elousas Col- 
ored Mission, in the Louisiana Conference, a 
new Conference then set off from the original 
territory of the Mississippi Conference. In 1848 
and 1849, he was appointed to the Moreau Street 
Church, New Orleans ; and in 1850, to Wesley, 
Soule, and Winans Colored Charges, New Or- 
leans. In 1851, 1852, and 1853, he was presid- 
ing elder of the Opelousas District. From 1853 
to 1859, he served the Church in different fields, 
as far as health would permit, and in 1860 he 
settled in Jackson, La., where he died May 7, 
1867. Brother Kinnear was an eminently holy 
man. For thirty-one years, with the exception 
of a short time, he enjoyed and preached the 



doctrine of entire sanctification, 
rapturous and triumphant. 



April 11, 1867, in Jefferson, Texas. His end 
was joyous, and full of assurance and comfort. 

Leopold Lenz was born in Bearne, Germany. 
He came to this country when about eighteen 
years of age. Eight years ago, at the age of 
twenty-five, he was admitted on trial in the 
Baltimore Conference of the M. E. Church, and 
received several appointments to circuit-work. 
When the major part of that body joined the 
Church, South, he accompanied it. He was 
transferred to the Louisiana Conference last 
March, and came to New Orleans with his wife, 
in August last, in the beginning of a yellow 
fever epidemic, and was appointed to the Sarra- 
parue German Church. He had preached but 
twice when his wife was seized with the fever, 
and died, after a short illness. In one week 
after her death, he was taken with yellow fever, 
and died on Sunday, Sept. 29, 1867. He fell on 
sleep sweetly, and passed away reposing on the 
arms of ministering angels.

Robert W. Lambuth. — Many hearts besides 
those in the community where he more recently 
labored and fell at his post, will be saddened at 
the announcement of the sudden death of this 
young and faithful minister of Christ. He came 
to Canton, July 25, at the solicitation of the 
pastor, to assist in a protracted meeting. His 
iriends in the country opposed his coming, as 
there were occasional cases of cholera in the 
place ; but he replied, that he was not alarmed 
about the cholera, though he might possibly 
take it ; that he recognized the invitation as a 
call of duty, and that he would " rather wear 
out than rust out." He labored with accepta- 
bility and zeal during the meeting; was fully 
in the spirit of his mission ; and improved even 
casual opportunities of talking to persons upon 
the subject of religion, eliciting the observation, 
that he was " instant in season and out of sea- 
son.” He preached on Sabbath morning, from 
Joshua vii. 25 — subject, “Sin a very trouble- 
some thing ” — with good effect, and visited that 
evening, and prayed with, an old friend, who 
was sick with premonitory symptoms of cholera. 
The meeting closing on the Sabbath, he left 
town next morning for Mrs. Chandler Ford’s, 
where his family was, was taken with cholera 
on Tuesday morning^ and died that evening, 
after excruciating suffering, in the thirty-fourth 
year of his age. While all who knew him are 
well aware that few were better prepared for 
the change than he was, and that the loss to the 
Church was his eternal gain, still, we can but 
wonder at the mysterious Providence that re- 
moved, even in the very midst of his usefulness, 
so promising and holy a preacher of righeous- 
ness. He was descended from a religious stock, 
and may have been said, like Timothy, to have 
“ known, from a child, the Holy Scriptures.”

From his father, the late saintly Rev. John R. 
Lambuth, he inherited great gentleness, and 
under his holy example and judicious training, 
he was nurtured into an early piety and a con- 
secrated life. He was received as a minister of 
Jesus, into the Mississippi Conference, in the fall 
of 1855, the session being held in Vicksburg, 
and was appointed to Natchez Station, as junior 
preacher. In 1857-58, he was in charge of Tal- 
lula Circuit, in Washington county. While on 
this circuit he proved himself an acceptable and 
successful minister, by endearing himself to the 
people, and by enlarging the borders of Zion in 
that unpromising field. On January 5, 1858, he 
was married to Miss Kate Bridger, of Claiborne 
county, who proved herself a helpmeet indeed, 
cheerfully bearing the privations of the itin- 
erancy, and devoting herself to his work. In 
1859 and 1860, he was appointed to Yazoo City. 
Some fears were expressed that his youth and 
inexperience would make this appointment un- 
suitaole, but the venerable Dr. Drake, under 
whose presidency he was returned, said that he 
would underwrite for him ; and according to the 
prediction, he made himself acceptable, and had 
a sweeping revival in his charge. In 1861-62, 
he labored on the Mt. Olivet Circuit, Yazoo 
county. In 1863, he was permitted, on account 
of the disorganization caused by the war, to 
form for himself a colored mission in the neigh- 
borhood of his former work. In 1864-65, he 
had charge of Livingston and Pearl River Cir- 
cuit; in 1866, Vernon and Livingston; in 1867, 
Clinton Circuit, from which he went up to give 
an account of his stewardship. His Heavenly 
Father seemed lately to have been preparing him 
for his exit: his wife states that more than 
usual, even for him, has he been given to prayer 
during this year, and that frequently he would 
ask her and little Robert to accompany him to 
the grove, and would there unite in prayer for 
them, himself, and the Church. During his brief 
sojourn in Canton, his conversation was almost 
exclusively upon the subject of religion ; and he 
more than once remarked that heaven seemed 
nearer to him now since his father was there. 
We called together, on Monday, on a family 
that was dear to him, with whom he held relig- 
ious service, praying with unction and fervor. 
Coming from thence to the preacher’s study, 
just for a moment, to get his baggage, he again 
proposed prayer. On the morning of the day 
of nis death, ne insisted upon getting up to hold 
family worship, and could with difBculty be per- 
suaded that he was too weak to do so. He did 
not seem fully to realize that he was going to 
die, but said several times to his wife, and to the 
Rev. Dr. Stewart — who was with him a short 
time before his death — that all was clear and 
bright before him. Brother Lambuth’s chief 
characteristics were purity of motive, sweetness 
of disposition, and harmlessness of life. Those 
who knew him well were reminded of the Sa- 
viour’s estimate of Nathanael : “ Behold an Is- 
raelite indeed, in whom there is no guile.” His 
preaching was remarkable most for earnestness, 
unction, and practicability; and his own life 
was its most successful application. He was a 
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good pastor ; made it his duty to visit religiously, 
and had the peculiar gift of introducing and re- 
commending Christianity. As an evidence of 
this latter, several persons, during his stay in 
Canton, spoke of his conversation upon religion 
as having a peculiar effect upon them, and it is 
believed that this effect will be made, by his 
death, indelible. His devoted young wife and 
promising bov, in his eighth or ninth year, are 
entitled to the tender sympathy and earnest 
prayers of the Church. 

Heney D. Beery, son of the Rev. Thomas 
Berry, was born May 30, 1825, at Camden, S. 

C., and converted at a revival meeting held at 
his birth-place, 1839. Anxious to mjike mani- 
fest his gratitude to God for this blessing, he was, 
at the age of seventeen, appointed class-leader. 
His zeal for God’s glory was not confined to the 
circle of his own class-room, but sought a wider 
range in this, (and in the capacity of an ex- 
horter,) at several appointments on the circuit. 
Such was his piety, zeal, and eloquence, at this 
early period, that crowds attended his meetings ; 
many were cut to the heart, and led to Jesus, 
while the membership was greatly edified. At 
this time he felt called to preach, but excused 
himself on the score of youth, limited education, 
and lack of confidence in himself. Moving to 
Mississippi after the death of his parents, he 
settled in, or near, Camden. Here, for a time, 
he sought to keep his conscience quiet by dili- 
gent attention to private devotions, but mean- 
while following Jesus afar off. He spent some 
time at labor, in a blacksmith-shop, then as 
clerk in a store; all this time, Jonah-like, flee- 
ing from his whole duty. He was recognized by 
all there as a pious young man, even by associ- 
ates of the same age; and for a time he was 
alone, as a Christian professor, in that commu- 
nity. While thus seeKing to compromise with 
his conscience, the Rev. H. H. Montgomery held 
a protracted meeting at Camden. Brother Berry 
was much revived, yet still resisting the sacred 
call. Without his request, the Church recom- 
mended his name to the Quarterly Conference, 
held Sept., 1854, for license to preach. He made 
resistance, until a faithful warning from Brother 
Montgomery caused him to yield. License was 
granted, also a recommendation for admission 
into the Mississippi Annual Conference, held at 
Jackson, La., 1854. Being received on trial, he 
was sent to a Colored Mission in Madison county. 
During this year — 1855 — ^he made it convenient 
to attend Madison College, at Sharon, Miss. As 
a student, he was diligent and faithfiil, beloved 
by the faculty and students ; and as a Christian, 
he left a holy impress upon all with whom he 
came in contact. He was, in due time, ordained 
a deacon and elder, and up to the time of his 
death, labored on the effective list. The Churches 
of St. Helena, Carthage, Attala, Camden, Frank- 
linton. Pearl River, and Holmesville Circuits can 
testify to his piety, zeal, and usefulness. While 
he felt it his duty to use the pulpit as the central 
stand-point in declaring God’s counsel, he ever 
considered a pair of stout saddle-bags, well filled 
with religious literature, an able auxiliary. 



While on the Franklinton Circuit, (first time,) he 
sold and gave away upward of $1200 worth of 
good books. In him our Advocates have lost a 
faithful, prompt agent. Brother Berry’s talents 
were not of the highest order, yet he possessed 
no ordinary mind. As a declaimer he had supe- 
riors, but as a patient, laborious, humble, and 
faithful pastor, he excelled. His piety was 
not what might be termed demonstrative, yet 
was permanent, placid, and heavenly — a living 
exponent of the Holy One. The longer you 
were with him, the more you were convinced 
that “he had been with Jesus.” A man of 
strong faith in the simple word of God, “ it is 
written,” was ground enough for his confidence. 
His last work — Holmesville Circuit — demanded 
his presence at the bedside of the stricken ones 
of his flock at Summit, Miss., during the late 
epidemic. Here he caught the contagion, and 
after a brief illness, entered into rest, Oct. 26, 
1867, at his residence, Johnson’s Station, Pike 
county. Miss. During his illness, on one occa- 
sion he remarked to his wife : “Do not feel anx- 
ious about me ; I have always tried to live ready 
to die." Owing to some peculiarity in his dis- 
ease, he was in a stupor for some few days, and 
passed away so, without giving timely indica- 
tion that his end was near. Like a sudden peal 
of thunder on a clear day, a wife, three little 
daughters, and a beloved, aged sister (loved by 
him like a mother) were aroused to the stern, 
startling fact that his Master had called for him. 
Thus, without any demonstration at death, he 
leaves a holy life to testify that his faith was 
well founded.

William R. Dickey, a faithful laborer in the 
Master’s vineyard, was called to rest in his 
Father’s house above. May 30, 1867. Brother 
Dickey was one of the oldest members of the 
Conference, having been a preacher among ns 
for nearly forty years. His walk and conversa- 
tion always evinced that he possessed and en- 
joyed that religion he preached to others. He 
was, for a quarter of a century, a faithful mis- 
sionary to the people of color within our bounds. 
His labors among them were abundantly blessed ; 
and it was his, even during life, to see the work 
of his hands established upon him, and to rejoice 
amidst that prosperity and success which God 

f ives alone to his faithful embassadors. W. R. 

>ickey went in and out among us, and among 
the Churches, during the many years of his min- 
isterial life, and no one ever had occasion to lay 
aught to his charge ; but, on the contrary, he so 
lived that all who knew him loved him. He 
died at the residence of his son, in Shelby 
county, Tenn., in great peace. His brethren, 
truly, have hope in his death. 
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A. H. Kenneday, a native of North Carolina, 
was born April 20, 1808. He embraced religion, 
and joined the Church, in early life. He en- 
tered upon the ministry in the eighteenth year 
of his age, and receivea much of his early train- 
ing as a minister from Bishop Early, and was in 
early life a colleague of Dr. Wadsworth. In 
1836, he was united in marriage to Miss Augusta 
Y. Branch, of Buckingham county, Va. In 
1849, he removed from Virginia to Mississippi, 
and from thence, in 1854, to Arkansas, and was 
admitted into the Arkansas Conference, and 
traveled three years, filling the following sta- 
tions, viz. : Batesville and Fort Smith. He then 
transferred to the Wachita Conference, and 
filled the following appointments, viz. : Prince- 
ton Circuit, Ashby Circuit, the Arkadelphia 
District, and Little Rock District. Th^e ap- 
pointments he filled with great acceptability and 
usefulness to the Church. Last f^l he trans- 
ferred to the Memphis ‘Conference, and was as- 
signed to the Sarepta Circuit. From causes 
beyond his control, ne did not fill this appoint- 
ment, but remained at Memphis with his son’s 
family. He died of yellow fever, at his residence 
in the city of Memphis, Tuesday afternoon, Oct. 
15, 1867, after an illness of four days. The Fri- 
day night previous to his death, he preached at 
Central Church, with unusual power and success. 
In the sermon he expressed the sentiment that 
erelong he expected to depart from earth and 
enter heaven. From the pnlpit he went to his 
bed, from which he rose no more. His mind 
remained clear, and he gave many evidences of 
his readiness to depart and be with Christ. He 
closed his life gently and calmly, in hope of 
a blessed immortality. 

John T. Mbeeiwether closed his earthly ca- 
reer at the parsonage in Denmark, Tenn., April 
10, 1867. He joined our Conference at its ses- 
sion in Somerville, in the fall of 1854, and was 
appointed to Dyersburg Circuit; in 1855, to 
Dresden Station; in 1856, to Trenton Station; 
in 1857, to Holly Springs Station ; in 1858, to 
Asbury Chapel, Memphis ; in 1859 and 1860, to 
Aberdeen Station; and in the fall of 1861, he 
was appointed the Presiding Elder of the Aber- 
deen district, which District he traveled four 
years consecutively. At the close of his term 
on this District, his health being feeble, he was 
appointed to the Denmark Circuit. He labored 
faithfully during this year, but under much 
physical disability, until finally, at our session 
in 1866, he was forced to take a supernumerary 
relation ; though, during that session, his rela- 
tion was made effective nominally, and he was 
recommended to the Board of Foreign Missions 
as a missionary to Mexico — the hope being in- 
dulged that a change of climate might resmt in 
his restoration to health. But his health during 
the winter and spring failed him. His suffering, 
physically, was intense. Never was there man- 
ifested in man a more complete triumph of 
Christianity. He had perfect resignation to his 
Father’s will, and with the greatest confidence 
and cheerfulness resigned the charge of his wife 
and children to God. His conversation showed 
10 



to all a faith in God unshaken and unsurpassed 
by any who have died before him. He pos- 
sessed a strong and highly cultivated mind, and 
a soul imbued with the spirit of Christ, and an 
intelligent, yet burning zeal, in his high calling. 
The manner of his life, as we, and the Churches 
he served, and the associates of his childhood 
and youth, among whom he died, can testify, 
was one of unblemished purity and unflinching 
integrity. He took rank early in his ministry 
with the ablest and most useful among us. In 
his early death, his family, the Church of his 
choice, and the cause of religion, have lost 
much ; but we know our loss is his gain. 

Feancis M. Mokeis was born of- religious 
parents, in Middle Tennessee ; converted to 
God in his early youth, in the year 1849; 
licensed to exhort in 1850; came to Kentucky 
in the fall of 1851, and was licensed to preach 
in the Clinton Circuit in 1852. He joined 
the Conference at its session in Grenada, Miss., 
in the fall of 1853, and was sent to Murray Cir- 
cuit; in 1854, to Obion Circuit; in 1855, to Bry- 
ansburg Circuit; in 1856, to Ripley Circuit; in 
1857, to Maury Circuit; in 1858, to Wesley Cir- 
cuit; in 1859, to La Grange Circuit; in 1860 
and 1861, to Brownsville Circuit; in 1862 and 
1863, to Mount Zion Circuit; in 1864, to- Salem 
Circuit, to which work he did not go, owing to 
the troubles then upon the country. In 1865, 
he was appointed to Dresden Circuit, and made 
a faithful effort to reach his work, but owing to 
the great floods which during that winter pre- 
vailed in all the rivers of West Tennessee, and 
there being no bridges, he was prevented. He 
returned to Lauderdale county, Tenn., where he 
wrought with his own hands for the mainte- 
nance of himself and family, and preached as he 
had opportunity, doing much good within the 
bounds of the Brownsville Circuit. From the 
Conference at Jackson, last year, he was sent to 
Fulton Station, where, on Feb. 13, 1867, he died 
in the triumphs of faith. During his short ill- 
ness, he manifested much of Christian patience, 
and showed that his spirit communed with God 
even while the great enemy was taking down 
the earthly tenement. Brother Morris was a 
man beloved and useful. He was a fervent and 
zealous preacher, his ministry being greatly 
blessed to the Church and the world.

MEMOIR OF BISHOP SOULE. 

Whereas, it has pleased the great Head of 
the Church, since our last session, to remove 
from us, by death, our venerable Senior Bishop, 
Joshua Soule, D.D., who died in peace and tri- 
umph, in Nashville, Tenn., March 6, 1867 : 

And whereas. Bishop Soule has been long iden- 
tified with the Tennessee Conference, within 
the bounds of which his ashes sleep, awaiting 
the resurrection of the just: therefore. 

Resolved, 1. By the members of the Tennes- 
see Conference, in Conference assembled. That 
we are profoundly affected by the death of Bishop 
Soule, whom we long recognized as the honored 
leader of our Israel ; who was born in Maine, 
Aug. 1, 1781 ; was admitted into the itinerant 
connection in 1800; was ordained Bishop in 
1824; allied himself with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, after the division in 1844 ; 
and, until incapacitated by “ age and feebleness 
extreme,” was abundant in labors, powerful in 
influence, and greatly honored in the exercise 
of his high and responsible functions. 

2. That the members of this Conference re- 
vere the memory of our departed Bishop, and 
they will endeavor to imitate his zealous devo- 
tion to the cause of Christ, as they bear in mind 
the heroic battle-charge of the dying hero, “ Push 
forward the great work!” 

3. That the foregoing preamble and resolu- 
tions be spread upon the Journal of this Con- 
ference, and copies of the same be forwarded to 
the family of Bishop Soule, and to the Nashville 
Christian Advocate, for publication in that 
journal.

Thomas K. Catlett. 1. 



Thomas K. Catlett was born in Albemarle 
county, Va., in 1798, of highly respectable pa- 
rentage. His father having died, he was thrown 
out upon the world when very young ; and he 
went to a trade and continued in it until about 
the year 1819, when he was converted to God 
and called to the ministry in Staunton, Va. 
His early literary privileges were very limited, 
and hence, after his conversion, he entered 
school at Wytheville, Va., and continued his 
literary pursuits until the autumn of 1825, at 
which time he was admitted into the Holston 
Conference. He was a man of industrious habits, 
an iron constitution, and burning zeal for his 
Master’s cause. Whether on circuits, stations, 
or districts, he was the same faithful, self-deny- 
ing man of God. His intellect was somewhat 
peculiar — strong, original, and in some respects 
eccentric. He was emphatically an original 
thinker. When he ascended the pulpit, his 
hearers expected a new subject, presented in an 
original style, and affording intellectual and 
spiritual food upon which they could feast for 
months, and even years. No man has ever 
preached in the Holston country who could 
present a greater variety of subjects, in a plainer 
style, and which produced a more lasting im- 
pression, than T. K. Catlett. He never became 
tedious even to the most profound thinker. He 
was a man of one book — the Bible. From that 
deep fountain he sought knowledge, and hence 
he was “mighty in the Scriptures.” On the 
great cardinsu doctrines of the Bible, and in the 
practical duties of Christianity, he was a “ work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed.” Preach- 
ing was the great business of his life. Since 
1825, he has been an active workman in his 
Lord’s vineyard. You find the foot-prints of 
T. K. Catlett on nearly every page of our 
history as a Conference — presiding with ability 
in the absence of a Bishop — a frequent and safe 
representative in the General Conference — a 
member of the Louisville Convention, with a 
heart as true as steel to Southern Methodism — 
presiding on districts for many years — every- 
where, and at all times, showing himself to be a 
live man. He had a great, benevolent heart. 
When the wife of his youth and the mother of 
his children was called to her eternal home, his 
children were scattered among strangers; and 
under these circumstances he conceived the idea 
of forming an orphans’ home. Who that knew 
Brother Catlett does not know that for long 
years he labored for the “St. John’s Orphan 
Asylum”? The poor orphan was the object of 
his prayers and labors for years. During the 
last year of his life, he placed two hundred or- 
phans at school in various parts of the country, 
and doubtless this work will follow him. As a 
Chvistian, he presents an example worthy of 
imitation. He was emphatically a man of 



^ayer. He was a man of few words — grave 
deportment — disliked levity — always ready to 
reprove sin, and constantly sought holiness of 
heart and life. Who can say that T. K. Catlett 
did wrong intentionally^ On Feb. 25, 1867, he 
had an appointment to preach at Sulphur Spring, 
Smyth county, Va. On account of the inclem- 
ency of the day, no one could attend church. 
Brother Catlett was at the house of his fast 
friend and brother, B. F. Aker. He was in 
usual health, and in an unusually cheerful mood. 
While seated at the dining-table, without a 
word or a death-struggle, the spirit fled to its 
eternal home — “God took him.” Thomas K. 
Catlett is gone — our hearts are sad — we will 
miss him at Conference, but we will meet again.

Johns was born in Pulaski county, 
24, 1823. At about fifteen years of 
age, while attending a protracted meeting near 
Somerset, he embraced religion, and joined the 
Alethodist Church. Having felt, from the day 
of his conversion, that he was called to the 
licensed an exhorter, in 
which capacity he evinced such gifts, grace, and 



usefulness, that he finally yielded to his own 
impressions and the entreaties of friends, and 
was, 1845, licensed to preach, and recommended 
by the Quarterly Conference of the Somerset 
Circuit, to the Kentucky Conference, for admis- 
sion into the traveling connection. His first 
appointment was as junior preacher on the 
Springfield Circuit, where, in a short time, his 
health failed, and he was forced to abandon the 
work. At the next session of Conference, owing 
to his continued ill-health, he was left without 
an appointment ; but his health improving rap- 
idly, he was soon after employed by the Presid- 
ing Elder of the Barboursville District, on the 
London Mission, where he labored until the en- 
suing Conference. He was next appointed to 
Irvine, Barboursville, Somerset, and Lancaster 
Circuits, each for one year ; on some of which 
his labors were greatly blessed. In 1849, he 
was ordained deacon, and two years later he 
was ordained elder. Soon after his appointment 
to Lancaster Circuit his health failed again, and 
he could not take charge of the work ; but by 
the next Conference he was able for effective 
service, and was sent to Perryville Circuit, 
where he labored two years with great success. 
The two following years he was on Concord Cir- 
cuit, at the expiration of which time his health 
became so impaired that he obtained a super- 
numerary relation, and was appointed to Mad- 
ison Circuit, where he remained for one year. 
His next appointments were Leesburg and Sal- 
visa, on eacn of which he spent two years of 
usefulness to the Church. At the close of his 
second year at Salvisa his health was so feeble 
that the Conference granted him a superannu- 
ated relation. He continued in this relation 
one year, when he again thought himself able 
to preach, and was appointed to Crab Orchard. 
From here he went to Lancaster, where he la- 
bored two years, and, notwithstanding the 
troubles of the war, he had a gracious revival. 
His next and last work was Shelby Circuit, 
where, in feeble health, and other discourage- 
ments growing out of the troubles of the country, 
he labored one year. At the session of the Con- 
ference held in Covington, September, 1865, he 
was again placed on the superannuated list, 
where he continued until his aeath. Yet, such 
was his devotion to the work, that he often 
preached when barely able to leave his room ; 
and during the last year of his life he was en- 
gaged in several protracted meetings that re- 
sulted in much good. A few days before hia 
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death, however, he said to his wife : " My work 
is done.” And so it was. On October 23, 1866, 
just one day before he was forty-three years old 
— twenty -one years having been devoted to the 
ministry — his earthly career, after long and pain- 
ful illness, was wound to a close. His end was 
peaceful, and even in death there was a look of se- 
renity upon his face such as we have rarely seen. 

George W. Maley was born in Western 
Pennsylvania, Jan. 11, 1799, and died in Ur- 
bana. Champaign county, Ohio, Dec. 14, 1866. 
His father was a native of Baden, Germany, 
and was educated a Lutheran. His mother’s 
maiden name was Davis, a native of Pennsylva- 
nia, of Welsh descent. Neither the form nor 
the power of religion was taught him at home, 
and vet he says : "A divine light overshadowed 
my heart in early childhood. In his eighth 
year he was awakened by seeing a funeral pro- 
cession. Previously he had regarded death as 
accidental ; . now the truth flashed upon his 
mind that all must die. He was again awakened 
by seeing a Presbyterian elder engaged in secret 
prayer ; and again, in his sixteenth year, by a 
dream, in which the scenes of the Judgment 
were portrayed in a manner so awful that he

deacon by Bishop Roberts in 1823, and in 1 825 
was ordained elaer by Bishop George. In 1846, 
from a conviction of duty, he joined the Ken- 



carried the remembrance of it to his dying 
hour. He spent some time at an academy in 
Butler, Penn., where he obtained a good English 
education, and studied Latin, which he prose- 
cuted in after years, till he became quite a pro- 
ficient in that language. In 1817, he removed 
from his native home to Tuscarawas county, 
Ohio, where he engaged in teaching school. 
While here, a narrow escape from death by 
drowning renewed his convictions, and moved 
him to penitence and prayer. In 1818, he re- 
moved to the vicinity of Lebanon, Ohio. In 
1819, he attended a Methodist camp-meeting. 
It was a meeting of unusual power : hundreds 
were convicted, and the entire camp-ground was 
an altar of prayer. The word reached the 
heart of the youthful Maley. Starting to the 
altar, he fell, but reached it on his hands and 
knees. The temptation seized him that he was 
a •“ reprobate.” When he had given up all for 
lost, God set his soul at liberty. The next 
morning he returned to his school, and it ap- 
peared, says he, “ That the whole creation was 
lathed and plastered with grace, and tinseled 
and tasseled with glory.” Immediately after 
his conversion, he felt himself called to the work 
of the ministry, yet he hesitated. At the solic- 
itation of a friend, he preached his first sermon 
in his father’s house. God blessed him in a 
wonderful manner; the slain of the Lord were 
many; all his doubts* vanished, and he cheer- 
fully entered on the work. In 1821, he was 
licensed to preach, and recommended to the 
Ohio Conference, and was appointed to the Mad 
River Circuit ; in 1822, to London ; in 1823, to 
jPiqua ; in 1824, to White Oak ; in 1825, to Piqua ; 
in 1826-7, to Union ;' in 1828-9, to Wilmington ; 
in 1830-1, to Hillsboro; in 1832-3, to White 
Oak; in 1834, to Madison ; in 1835, to New Rich- 
mond ; in 1836-7, to Milford ; in 1838, to Frank- 
lin ; in 1839-:40, to Germantown ; in 1841, Agent 



tucky Conference of -the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. In 1846-7, he was Presiding 
Elder of Covington District ; in 1848, he was 
appointed to Soule Chapel,- Cincinnati, Ohio. 
The next ten years he was supernumerary, and 
the residue of his life superannuated. In the 
winter of 1865-6, he took charge of the Church 
at Parkersburg, West Virginia, when it was 
without a pastor and in great peril. Here he 
labored beyond bis strength, and, during the 
time, contracted a cold from which he never re- 
covered. In the spring of 1866, he removed to 
Urbana, Ohio, and with the hope of improving 
his health, but was doomed to disappointment. 
From Oct. 10, 1866, to the time of his death, he 
suffered much, was uncomplaining, ever cheer- 
ful and happy. He sent his love and greetings 
to the Kentucky Conference, saying : “ Tell my 
brethren of the Kentucky Conference that I die 
in the faith, and in full fellowship with the 
whole Church, East, West, North, South.” As 
death approached, God blessed him wonderfully. 
His countenance lighted up with heavenly radi- 
ance ; his physical vigor returned for the time, 
and he shouted the praises of God. He called 
his children to his bedside, bestowed his parting 
blessing, and received their promises to meet 
him in lieaven. He then pronounced the most 
striking eulogy on the Methodist Church — her 
doctrines, discipline, usages, etc. — pronouncing it 
the most glorious instrumentality for good in 
the whole world. He now turned his eyes to- 
ward heaven, and contemplated, with unuttera- 
ble rapture, his home above, and said : “ How 
beautiful ! ” Soon after, he became unconscious, 
and fell asleep in Jesus. Brother Maley bad 
been eminently successful during his ministry, 
taking into the Church over seven thousand per- 
sons. How glorious such a death, after such a life !

Eli B. Crain, Abram Long, Samuel P. Hinds, 
Gideon Gooch, Thomas J. Moore, Andrew D. 
Gray. 6. 

Eli B. Crain was born in Boyle county, Ky., 
March 24, 1807. In early life he removed to 
Barren county, and was placed under the care 
of the Rev. James Culp, a local preacher of Glas- 
gow. The faithful counsel and fervent prayers 
of this good man resulted in the convepion of 
young Crain, which occurred in 1826 or 1827, 
at a camp-meeting at Bethel, in Barren county. 
He immediately began to labor tO' save souls, 
and was seen in the tents and at ihe altar, ex- 
horting, singing, a-nd praying. He was at nu- 
merous revivals in various parts of the sur- 
rounding county, and contributed much toward 
their success. We cannot learn the precise time 
when he was licensed to presmh ; but after trav- 
eling a year or two under the Presiding Elder, 
the Rev. George W. Taylor, his health failed, 
and he went home to die. But God had more 
work for him to do ; and in 1833, he was ad- 
mitted into the Kentucky Conference, and ap- 
pointed to the Glasgow Circuit, with Jesse Sutton 
as his senior. Here he labored two years 
with much success. In 1834,. he was sent to 
Newcastle Circuit, wlnere his labors were abun- 
dantly blessed, and he was returned the second 
year. On Jan. 30, 1836, he was married 
to Miss Mary Jane Reynolds, who proved a 
great blessing to him in all his labors and suf- 
ferings. In 1836, be was appointed to Shelby 
Circuit, where he remained two years. His 
health failing, he rested one year ; and in 1839, 
he was appointed tO' Franklin Circuit; in 1840, 
to Georgetown Circuit; in 1841, to Russellville 
Station ; in 1842, to Bowling-green Station ; 
and in 1843, to Elkton Circuit. Here his health 
again failed, and he rested a year or two ; and 
in 1845, he was sent to Eighth Street, Louisville ; 
in 1846, to Colombia Circuit, where he spent 
two years; and in 1848, was again appointed 
to Eighth Street, Louisville. His health again 
failing, he was superannuated two years. In 
1851, he was appointed to the Middletown Cir- 
cuit, where he remained two years. In 1853, 
he asked a supernumerary relation, and at- 
tempted to labor with Brother R. B. McCown 
on the Glasgow Circuit, but his strength was 
unequal to the task; and here, where he had 
commenced his labors, he failed, and was never 
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after able to do effective work. He remained 
on the superannuated list till called to his re- 
ward, which was on Jan. 10, 1867. Few have 
been called to suffer as did Brother Crain ; still 
' fewer have suffered so patiently ; and perhaps 
none were more pious and cheerful under such 
protracted and painful afflictions. His end was 
peace. Brother Crain was full of faith and of 
the Holy Ghost, and his word was with power. 
Sinners by scores were brought to God under 
his ministry, and Christians everywhere profited 
by his labors. He has left a devoted wife, three 
sons, and one daughter. May his mantle fall 
on them ! 

Abram Long was born in Nelson county, Ky ., 
April 25, 1796. Of his early years and oppor- 
tunities we can learn nothing authentic, but do 
not suppose his opportunities of acquiring lite- 
rary knowledge were more than those of an 
English education. He was converted, and 
joined the Church, when a young man. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop McKendree, Sept. 

25, 1825, and elder by Bishop Roberts, Oct. 14, 
1827. From this it will be seen that he was a 
memW of the Conference at least forty-four 
years!* Many of us knew him well, and know 
that he was a patient, laborious, and faithful 
minister of God. He remained single till Jan. 
21, 1858, when he married Miss Martha Ed- 
wards, whose many good qualities of head and 
heart rendered her a fit companion for this truly 
good man. For many years Brother Long was 
afflicted with a cancer, which was very painful, 
and finally proved fatal. He was superannu- 
ated several years before his death, but as long 
as he was able to do any thing, was ever seek- 
ing to win souls to Christ, and to build up be- 
lievers in faith and holiness. Three days before 
liis death he was very happy, and rejoiced m 
prospect of a home in heaven, and continued in 
that frame of mind till, closing his eyes as if in 
sleep., he quietly passed away to the home of 
the blessed. He died at Major Medley’s, in 
Christian county, June 16, 1867. 

Samuel P. Hinds was born in Fentress county, 
Tenn., July 4, 1836. When he was a boy, in 
1846, his father removed to Barren county, Ky., 
and thence to Caldwell county in 1849 or 1850, 
where be died. Samuel P. Hinds was converted 
under the ministry of a local preacher whose 
name was Travis, at a camp-meeting held at 
Bethlehem, in Caldwell county, in 1853, and in 
his youth united with the M. E. Church, South, 
of which his parents were members. He soon 
afterward felt impressed that he was called of 
God to preach the gospel, and obtained, in 1853, 
license to exercise his gifts as a local preacher. 
He still longed for more entire devotion to the 
work of the ministry, and was received on trial 
into the Louisville Conference at Bardstown, in 
1859, and was sent to the Smithland Circuit. 
The next year he labored on the Salem Circuit ; 
and two years following were spent on Empire 
Iron-works Circuit ; ana the next year he was 
sent to Taylor Circuit. The savor of a good 
name and the influence of a godly example fol- 



lowed him on all these fields of ministerial toil, 
and many from these circuits will “rise up in 
the great day to call him blessed.” In 1865, he 
was stationed in Bowling-green, and reappointed 
to that work the next year. Few men have 
ever gained a deeper hold on the confidence and 
affections of a whole community than did Brother 
Hinds on the people of Bowling-green. He 
was a faithful pastor — all classes and conditions 
of his charge sharing his visits and his counsel. 
The poor regarded him as a sympathizing friend ; 
the widow and fatherless looked upon him as a 
messenger of comfort, and a good adviser in the 
day of their sorrow ; while the children in the 
Sunday-school, on the street, or at home, con- 
sidered Brother Hinds as a wise and good man, 
and were glad to receive instructions from one 
they loved. He was a man of meek an^J, hum- 
ble spirit; and there was such gentleness and 
simplicity in his manner, that he won the 
esteem and confidence of all his associates, 
whether of the Church or of the world. As a 
preacher. Brother Hinds was not brilliant, but 
he was clear, earnest, and instructive. His 
great power was in his fidelity to his work, and 
the purity of his life. For the last few years of 
his life he was in feeble health, and for the last 
several months his sufferings were distressing; 
but he bore them with Christian patience and 
resignation. About three weeks before he died, 
he w’as confined to his room in an almost help- 
less condition, yet his faith failed not. He con- 
versed calmly and comfortably with his friends, 
and assured them of his conscious acceptance 
with God. It became the painful duty of 
Brother David Morton to inform him that the 
physician had despaired of his life, and his end 
was nigh at hand. He had not considered his 
case hopeless up to this time, and for a little 
while seemed sad. Brother Morton asked him 
if he felt his prospect clear and his sky bright 
in that trying hour. He turned over, and gazed 
fully and earnestly into Brother Morton’s face, 
and the great tears seemed to leap and sparkle 
from his eyes as he answered calmly, “Just as 
clear as the sunlight. There ’a. not a dimming 
cloud between my soul and my God.” That 
THas enough. He need have said no more. He 
had already told Brother Malone to convey his 
dying message to the Conference,, and said, “ Tell 
the brethren to keep the pilpit pure; therein 
consists its power and success.” He said to 
Brother Morton, “ Religion is precious while you 
live, but you will never realize its great worth 
till you come to die.” On the night of Aug. 17, 
1867, he died in great peace, at the house of 
Brother Peter 'Thomas, in Bowling-green. 
Brother Malone and other friends were with 
him. A little before he expired, he whispered, 
“Bri^it! bright! so bright!” “What is it?” 
said Brother Malone, and bowed down over 
him to hear his last word ; but he whispered, 
“Glory!” and the other words were inaudible; 
and -thLen-^fiis spirit was gone to its glorious re- 
ward. His funeral-sermon was preached by 
the Rev. David Morton, at Brother Hinds's 
request. A vast crowd filled the house to 
its utmost capacity, eager to hear of the dying 
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triumphs of the man of God whose death they 
lamented. 

Gideon Goock was born in Ti'igg county, Ky., 
July 25, 1825, He was converted and joined 
the Church in his sixteenth year, under the min- 
istry of Napoleon B. Lewis, at Greenville. He 
was married Dec. 20, 1846, to Miss Mettie Glover ; 
and licensed to preach, August, 1855. He was 
admitted into the Louisville Conference at Green- 
ville, October, 1855 ; and was placed on Roch- 
ester Mis.sion, on Green River. In 1856, he was 
sent to Mount Washington and Shepherdsville 
Circuit, where he remained two years. The 
next two years he was stationed in Bardstown, 
and in 1860, on La Fayette Circuit. In 1861, he 
was stationed in Hopkinsville, and in 1862, was 
returned to La Fayette Circuit, where he re- 
mained two years. In 1864, he was sent to 
Shelby Street Station, in Louisville. At the 
close of this year he was too feeble to continue 
in the effective work of the ministry, and was 
superannuated. He remained in Louisville, and 
obtained employment at which he made a living 
for his family, and preached as opportunity of- 
fered and his strength would permit. It was 
manifest to his friends that he was not improv- 
ing in health, and he himself realized that the 
terrible disease — dyspepsia — under which he 



was laboring, must shortly prove fatal. He 
frequently spoke of these things to his family, 
and always contemplated death peacefully, and 



with hopes of heaven. His death occurred at 
his residence in Louisville, Sept. 3, 1867, and 
his funeral took place from the Shelby Street 
Church, where all the preachers of our Church 
in the city, and a large concourse of sorrowing 
friends, met to honor his many virtues. He 
was a man of great popularity in social life, and 
as a pastor, as well as in his pulpit services, was 
much beloved on the various circuits and sta- 
tions he served in his short but useful career as 
a gospel minister. 

Thomas Jefferson Moore was born in Frank- 
lin, Ky., March 2, 1824. He was the son of 
John L. and Frances Moore. His parents were 
pious and useful members of the M. E. Church, 
and taught their children the fear of the Lord. 
When Thomas was twelve years old, his father 
died, and three years thereafter he was sent to 
Bowling-green, to learn the art of printing. 
He remained four years in the office, and availed 
himself of the facilities his business offered for 
gaining information. The religious counsel and 
the dying triumphs of his father had made a 
lasting impression on his mind ; and while learn- 
ing his trade, he was a regular attendant at 
church, and a scholar in the Sabbath-school. 
In his eighteenth year — 1841 — the Methodists 
held a revival meeting, which resulted in many 
conversions. At this meeting Brother Moore 
was converted, being urged and encouraged to 
peek religion by the earnest advice of the late 
Hon. Asher Graham, to whom he always felt a 
sincere gratitude for the interest manifested in 
his salvation. Brother M. never doubted the 
genuineness of his conversion. His change 



from the power of Satan unto God was too 
marked not to be known, and the witness of 
God’s Spirit with his own, testifying his adop- 
tion, was too clear to be doubted. He immedi- 
ately joined the M. E. Church, under the min- 
istry of the Rev. W. H. Anderson, and so ex- 
emplary was his deportment, that soon after his 
probation expired ne was appointed a class- 
leader. In using this blessed means of grace 
his piety was confirmed and his zeal increased, 
until he could no longer content himself in a 
local sphere, but felt the call of God upon him, 
and his heart burning to publish to the sons of 
men “ the unsearchable riches of Christ.” Ac- 
cordingly, he was licensed to preach, and recom- 
mended to the Kentucky Conference, by thfe 
Quarterly Conference of Bowling-green, in 
1843, and was received on trial the same year, 
at Louisville, and appointed to Owensboro Cir- 
cuit. He was ordained deacon, by Bishop Soule, 
at Frankfort, in 1845, and appointed to Litch- 
field, and the next year to Henderson Circuit. 
In September, 1846, he was happily married tb 
Miss Emarine Bruce, who cheered and ble.«sed 
his life, and now laments his untimely death. 
In 1847, he was ordained elder, by Bishop 
Paine, and appointed to Salem Circuit. The 
next year he traveled La Fayette Circuit, and 
then Hopkinsville Circuit. During this year hib 
health failed, and, to his great regret, he was 
compelled to ask a superannuated relation, 
which was granted. After a year’s rest he wafe 
appointed to Lebanon Circuit, which work he 
filled acceptably for two years, and was then 
appointed one year to Jefferson town Circuit, 
and afterward for two successive years he la- 
bored with great zeal and success on the Logan 
Circuit, making very many warm friends, greatly 
improving the condition of that circuit, and add- 
ing many valuable members to the Church. He 
was appointed Agent of the Southern Methb- 
dist Book and Tract Society, and in this work 
he labored with diligence and success, preach- 
ing extensively, raising funds, and circulating 
the books. The next year he was appointed to 
the Franklin Circuit, and the year following he 
was made Presiding Elder of the Glasgow Dis- 
trict. In this large field his expanding powers 
had full scope, and he made himself known and 
felt in every corner of his District, preaching 
with great unction and power to vast crov'ds of 
eager listeners, superintending the interests of 
all departments of his work, and greatly build- 
ing up and enlarging the Church. From the 
time of his appointment to this District, his 
improvement rapidly and steadily increased 
until he preached his last sermon. He was a 
preacher of no ordinary ability, but being hum- 
ble in spirit, and keeping in view the apostolic 
injunction, “Let each esteem other better than 
themselves — in honor preferring one another,” 
etc., he did not press himself into notice, and 
his great talents were not known until the last 
few years of his life. He was a diligent stu- 
dent, and having a clear, quick perception, and 
retentive memory, he was w'ell versed in the 
doctrines and histories of the Bible, and also in 
the history and government of the Church. He

Andrew D. Gray was born in Niagara county, 
N. Y., May 8, 1838. The family removed to the 
city of Louisville when he was about ten years 
of age. He joined the Church and professed 
religion under, the labors of the Rev. R. Leering, 
at Walnut Street Church, in Louisville, July 19, 
1857. His convictions in regard to the work of 
the ministry were pungent and permanent; and 
few men ever passed through a more protracted 
and painful struggle between his sense of insuf- 
ficiency and “ woe is me if I preach not the gos- 
pel,” than did Andrew Gray. “The love of 
Christ constrained him ; ” and. abandoning a lu- 
crative employment, he left all to follow Christ. 
He was licensed to preach June 26, 1861. His 
love for souls was intense. “ I can scarcely* re- 
frain,” he has often said to his friends, “frofii 
arresting men on the street, and urging them to 
flee the wrath to come.” He was admitted on 
trial in the Louisville Conference, October, 1863, 
and sent to Munfordsville Circuit. His last 
appointment was to Asbury and Rose Lane, in 
Louisville, where he was in labors more abun- 
dant, and more abundantly successful. His 
health was feeble ; but patiently, perseveringly, 
uncomplainingly, he prosecuted his work till 
the very close of the Conference-year, when he 
“ceased at once to work and live.” He died on 
Sunday morning. Sept. 29, 1867.

Howell E. Smith has but recently departed 
this life, and we have but few facts in connec- 
tion with his life and death. But the meager- 
ness of facts cannot prevent the expression of 
our regard for one who has been for twelve 
years a laborer with us in the ministry. Brother 
Smith was admitted on trial in the year 1855, 
from Neosho Circuit. He was ordained deacou 
in 1857, and elder in 1859. He continued to 
labor in the itinerant work till the late war, 
when, the foundations being broken up, he did 
such labor as he could. His last illness is said 
to have been produced by over-labor in his vo- 
cation. He lingered for some protracted time, 
exhibiting much patience and resignation in his 
suffering. He died about the first of July, 1867, 
triumphing in the faith of Christ. Those who 
knew Brother Smith testify that he was not 
only a good, but an excellent, man. Humble, 
devout, kind, and ^iritual, he was loved by all 
who knew him. Hrs only regret in death was, 
that he left his family destitute and unprovided 
with this world’s necessities. We heartily syrn- 
pathize with his family, and beg the Saviour’s 
grace and protection on them. 

Thomas Johnson. — It is matter of regret to 
us that the name of Brother Johnson escaped 
the notice of the Committee on Memoirs at our 
last Conference. The omission occurred through 
the irregularities unavoidably consequent upon 
the change of Conference proceedings in the 
union of the Kansas and St. Louis Conferences. 
Only by some such accidental cause could the 
name of one so esteemed by his brethren be a 
moment overlooked. At this date, we do little 
more than give expression to our esteem of our 
brother, and our regret for his loss to the Church 
and our hearts. But this we do with readiness, 
glad that we can testify to the excellences of 
his character as a man and as a minister of 
Christ. We mention the name of Brother John- 
son, and dwell on his memory, to express our 
appreciation of a genuine servant of the Lord, 
and to hold up to the minds of the Church, and 
those who would come after him in the same 
vocation, an example worthy of imitation. The 
facts in the life of Brother Johnson we mention 
in the briefest form. He- was born in Virginia, 
July 11, 1802. In 1822 he came to Missouri. 



He professed religion in his fourteenth year, 
and commenced the work of the ministry in 
1825. He was ordained deacon, by Bishop 
Soule, in 1828, and was ordained elder, by 
Bishop Roberts, in 1830. He labored as an 
intinerant in the bounds of our Conference, fill- 
ing some of our most important stations; but 
spent his greatest labors, and most successful, as 
missionary to the Indians. His name will ever 
be connected with the history of our Indian 
Missions. Wise and earnest, he carried success 
with him in his responsible and arduous labors. 
He honorably sustained his character as a Chris- 
tian minister through all his pilgrimage, and 
died an approved servant of God. His death, 
occurring on January 3, 1865, was a violent one. 
He was murdered by the wicked emissaries of 
the adversary of the righteous and the enemy 
of truth. Approached in the darkness of night, 
called from nis house and family, he was Mot 
by unknown persons, who could have had no 
motive but hatred to the religion of Jesus. We 
record these facts with regret the deepest, pray- 
ing God’s mercy upon his murderers, ana the 
Saviour’s blessing upon his bereaved family. 
But while we mourn, “ he is taken from the evil 
to come.” Another has said of Brother John- 
son: “ He was a man of principle; one of the 
very few among the many thousands who, on 
all occasions, and under all circumstances, acted 
upon the settled principle of morality and relig- 
ion. Firm, without austerity ; generous, without 
temporizing; liberal, without prodigality; and 
relisibus, without either asceticism or bigotry, he 
held the golden medium between those extremes 
into whim so many of even good men are apt 
to fall. The natural goodness of his heart caused 
him, on the one hand, to sympathize with, and 
be interested in, every object of charity and 
every benevolent enterprise that might appeal 
to him for aid ; and prompted him, on the other, 
to those amenities and kind offices which consti- 
tute the web of social happiness, and conciliated 
for him the favor and good-will of all within 
the circle of his acquaintance.” Without speci- 
alties, as a Conference we publish this brief 
sketch to the world, as our resolution of esteem 
for the departed, and our sympathy for those 
who loved him. Your committee recommend 
that a special committee be appointed to make 
an extended notice of his life, history, etc.

He died at Cooper s 
Wells, Miss., June 11, 1867, of consumption of 
the bowels. Joseph E. White was a man of 
deep piety and extraordinary talents ; was faith- 
ful and beloved in all the relations he sus- 
tained to the Church. His last hours were un- 
usually bright, and his evidence full and glori- 
ous. In a communication to Brother J . M. Steele, 
a short while before his death, and the last ever 
penned by him, he says, “ I am hopeful, and 
think I will live to a better purpose if restored 
to health.

Thomas Bertholf was born in the State of 
New York, July 12, 1810; came to the Chero- 
kee Nation as a missionary in 1832; was mar- 
ried to Miss Nancy Keys in 1833. Although a 
native Cherokee, she was of fair complexion, a 
most estimable lady, and every way fitted to be 
the wife of a missionary. Our departed brother 
was a man of good sense, abundant m labors, trav- 
eled extensively in the Indian country, and was 
received everywhere as a zealous, faithful minister 
of the Lord J esus Christ. At the last Indian Mis- 



sion Conference he was appointed Presiding Elder 
of the Creek District. He was in bad health at 
that time ; soon after was attacked of pneumo- 
nia, from which he never recovered. Although 
his afflictions were great, he was patient, and 
resigned to the will of his Heavenly Father. 
His last hours were peaceful and triumphant. 
He died a little before midnight, June 28, 1867. 
His remains were buried near the Asbury Mis- 
sion, Creek Nation, there to sleep till the trump 
of God shall call him from the grave. 

“ Servant of God, well done ! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 

The voice at midnight came ; 

He started up to hear; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame : 

He fell ; but felt no fear.

Rufus T. Hefles was born in Granville 
county, N. C., Dec. 17, 1819. He was received 
on trial in the North Carolina Conference, in 
1844 ; ordained deacon, by Bishop Capers, Dec. 
6, 1846, and elder by the same, Nov. 26, 1848 ; 
filled various circuits and stationa in that Con- 
ference until 1857, when he beeamo editor of 
the North Car<dina Christian Advocatn. He re- 
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moved to Texas in the spring of 1862, and 
taught school in Springfield until the winter of 
1863, when he was elected President of Andrew 
Female College, at Huntsville, which position 
he filled up to the time of his death. Three 
years of his residence at Huntsville he was pas- 
tor of the Church at that place, and a member 
of this Conference. Early in September his 
family was visited by yellow fever, which took 
from him, first, his oldest son ; next, his wife ; 
and then called for him to follow them to that 
“ rest which remaineth to the people of God.” He 
spoke very little during his sickness, hut to one 
friend he declared that his future was all bright. 

“ He being dead, yet speaketh.” He died Oct. 
17, 1867. 

William Rees was born in Wales, July 25, 
1828. He was baptized in infancy, and enrolled 
a member of the infant class. He was received 
into full fellowship in the Church in 1841; li- 
censed to preach, December, 1850 ; immigrated 
to Texas in 1853 ; joined the Texas Conference 
in 1856. Since that time he has been a faithful 
laborer among us, receiving his appointments 
regularly from the Bishop, and filling them with 
credits himself and profit to the Church. He 
was truly a man of God, full of faith and the 
Holy Ghost. As he drew near the termination 
of his labors in this city, his sermons seemed to 
make a deeper impression on the hearts of those 
to whom he ministered the word of life, who 
now testify that every sermon was food for the 
soul. He died in Houston, Sept. 14, 1867. 

Thomas Wooldridge was a native of Edge- 
field District, S. C. He removed to Texas at an 
early day ; in 1842, he professed religion, and 
soon after was licensed to preach. At the Con- 
ference held in Houston, December, 1845, just 
twenty-two years ago, he joined the itinerant 
ranks, and was appointed to Washington Cir- 
cuit; but owing to feeble health, he fell hack 
into the local ranks at the close of that year, 
where he remained ten years. In the fall of 
1852, he was again admitted on trial in the 
Texas Conference, of which body he remained a 
member until the day of his death, part of the 
time doing effective service, part of the time 
occupying a supernumerary relation, and for 
the last four years has been superannuated. 
In revival meetings he was a most efficient la- 
borer. Never did he seem more in his proper 
element than when kneeling by the weeping 
penitent he held up Christ crucified — the sin- 
ner’s only hope. He was a child of affliction, 
but he felt the force and sweetness of the apos- 
tle s declaration, “ Whom tlje Lord loveth he 
chasteneth,” and realized that “ these light af- 
flictions, which are but for a moment, work for 
us a far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory.” In his last sickness he spoke of nis af- 
fection for his brethren of the Texas Conference, 
and then of his own religious hopes and enjoy- 
ments. Christ crucified was to him all and all. 
As ne spoke, the fire burned, and heavenly light 
beamed in his countenance ; and, throwing nis 
arms around a brother’s neck, he gave utterance 



to the joy that thrilled his soul in exclamations 
of praise to God. On June 27, 1867, he calmly 
and sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. His bereaved 
widow writes: “He died so peacefully, so 
calmly — just as I would have him die.” 

Quink M. Menifee was born in Texas, edu- 
cated for the law, and admitted to the bar ; but 
the Lord called him to a nobler work, and in 
obedience to that call he was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of the Navidad 
Circuit. He joined the Texas Conference in 
1857, traveled two years, was ordained deacon, 
and then asked for a location, which was 
granted ; but he continued to preach, and was 
instrumental in doing much good. During the 
late war, moved by a sense of duty, he joined 
the army as a private soldier ; was wounded at 
the battle of Snarpsburg, which caused the am- 

E utation of his left leg. While lying in the 
ospital, unable to sit up, a dying comrade by 
his side attracted his attention. He read to him 
the precious promises of the word of God out 
of a Testament furnished by the American Bible 
Society, pointed him to the cross of Christ, 
prayed with and for him, and the young man 
was happily converted to God. His heart was 
in the great work of saving souls, and as soon 
as he was able, he again joined the Texas Con- 
ference — was stationed the past year in La 
Grange ; there he was permitted to see a gra- 
cious revival in the earlj’^ part of the year; 
many souls were converted and added to the 
Church militant, some of whom, we trust, are 
now with him in the Church triumphant. He 
died of yellow fever, contracted in the faithful 
and zealous discharge of his duty as a pastor. 
He expressed himself ready and willing to die.

John N. Hamill died June 1, 1867. He 
was, at the time, away from home. He was 
taken sick very suddenly, and unexpectedly to 
his friends he was soon ready to be laid with 
his fathers. In consequence of his short illness 
he said but little about dying ; but his record is 
with us, and his name is immortal. But a short 
time before his death, he spent a night with a 
member of this Conference. He conversed 
freely of his religious and pecuniary prospects. 
He said of the latter, that they were not very 
promising, and then added : “ It seems some- 
times, I am destined to lack for bread in my old 
age.” But then, in view of his spiritual pros- 
pects, the face of the old hero glowed with more 
than earthly radiance. He said he expected to 
anchor at last in that harbor beyond all storms. 

A. W. Goodjion died Sept. 15, 1867. This 
brother never did take rank equal to his capac- 
ity as a preacher. Though he had reached the 
meridian of life he was still a student, and im- 

roving as a preacher. When told that he must 

ie, for a while he seemed to reluctate ; but upon 
being interrogated upon the subject, he said it 
was not the thought of death that made him 
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shrink back — it was not that. To one of his 
brethren he said : “ It does seem hard that just 
as I have learned to preach, I must lay down 
my life, and leave the Church below.” But he 
said all was well ! Through one of our mem- 
bers he sends us this message : “ Tell m^ breth- 
ren at Conference that I die at my post.’’

Samuel Lynch was born in Norfolk county, 
Va., Nov. 3, 1824. He was converted at the 
age of thirteen years, was made class-leader at 
sixteen years of age, was licensed to exhort 
by the sainted S. A. Williams in 3848, and a 
few months after was licensed to preach. He 
entered the traveling connection and received 
his first appointment in the East Texas Confer- 
ence, in the fall of 1849, and after a career of 
great usefulness, ministerial toil, and more than 
ordinary success as a standard-bearer of the 
Redeemer, (extending through eighteen years 
of itinerant life, all of which was spent in the 
East Texas Conference,) he fell at his post, in 
Cherokee county, Texas, Oct. 8, 1867, surrounded 
by many of the members of his Church. His 
attack was violent, and of short duration, last- 
ing only thirty hours. When asked by a mem- 
ber of this body, who attended him in his last 
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hours, how he felt in reference to dying, he re- 
plied: “All right, all right in that direction, 
brother.” He died as he lived, in holy resigna- 
tion to God. Samuel Lynch was a revivalist. 
It is doubted if any man, living or dead, in 
Texas, has gathered more seals to his ministry 
in eighteen years than the lamented Lynch. It 
was not unusual for him to come up to Confer- 
ence, from his field of labor, with the rolls of 
his converts stretching out from one to three 
hundred in number, accompanied with liberal 
collections for our Church enterprises. A good 
man has fallen, and in his fall this Conference 
has lost one of its most useful members, and the 
Church of his char^ a devoted pastor. The 
man on whom the Bishop and his counselors 
relied to build up broken-down circuits, and 
lead in the charge on the strongholds of sin and 
Satan, has disappeared from among us, his seat 
in the Conferance has been suddenly and unex- 
pectedly vacated. We mourn his death, but not 
as those who have no hope. His stricken wife, 
, the partner with him in the toils of itinerant 
life, and his fatherless children, are left as a leg- 
acy to the East Texas Conference and to the 
Church within its bounds.

Feancis Wilson emigrated to Texas in 1840, 
and was placed on the Nacogdoches Circuit,

William McKendree Lambdin. 1. 

William McKendree Lambdin was an able 
minister of the New Testament, in the very prime 
of physical and intellectual strength — a brother 
beloved. He was assigned, at our last Conference, 
to the work of an agency for the Texas Christian 
Advocate. Though an important work, and 
very.neply allied to the interests of Southern 
Methodism in Texas, most of his brethren felt 
that he could not possibly be spared from the 
active duties of the pastorate to devote himself 
to it. It is due, perhaps, to say that, though 
Brother Lambdin was not a man to choose his 
own work, he, on several occasions, intimated 
to the appointing nower that his state of health, 
and financial emoarrassment growing out of 
the great pressure of the times, suggested to his 
mind the propriety of asking a nominal, rather 
than an effective, relation to the Conference. 
We believe that we are substantially correct in 
saying that it was mainly in view of these facts 
that the appointment was made. But though 
assigned to an agency which allowed considera- 
ble margin for attention to his secular affairs, he 
scarcely abated a tithe of his labors as a minister 
of the gospel. He seemed never for a moment 
to lose sight of the great commission, and emi- 
nently obeyed the command of the chief Shep- 
herd, “As ye go, preach.” He often remarked 
to his brethren, with whom he was intimate, 
that preaching the gospel, with him, was not a 
profession, but a vocation, an embassage of God to 
dying men. He felt it to be not merely a duty, 
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but a great privilege. As God bad counted him 
worthy to publish glad tiding to his fellow-men, 
his soul burned with quenchless ardor to make 
full proof of his ministry. He often dwelt with 
emphasis upon those impressive words of the 
apostle, “ The love of Christ constraineth us.” 
Brother Lambdin was no ordinary man, no or- 
dinary preacher. Blessed with the advantages 
of a literary and religious education, he early 
contracted those habits of mental and moral 
discipline, which gave such beautiful consistency 
to his life, and developed that firmness and de- 
cision which was destined to become the crown- 
ing grace of his Christian and ministerial char- 
acter. The occasion of his last sermon was one 
of unusual interest. His subject was faith in 
Christ as the condition of salvation. By many 
that sermon will never be forgotten. It was so 
peculiarly unctuous and powerful, that a brother 
remarked, after the conclusion of the service, it 
seemed to him “that Brother Lambdin spoke 
like one from the border of eternity.” And so 
it was. He never preached again. Soon after 
his return home, he was attacked with violent 
illness, which terminated his useful life. Though 
not permitted to testify, even to those he most 
tenderly loved on eartn, of the sustaining pres- 
ence and preciousness of that Saviour whom he 
had so often preached, yet he left behind, in 
the purity of nis life, and his self-sacrificing de- 
votion to the itinerant ministry, a more satis- 
factory and enduring record. It would be a 
delightful office to recall the many pleasing and 
interesting facts connected with his private and 
ministerial life. But suffice it to say, that the 
vigor of his intellect, his noble Christian bearing, 
his gentleness of disposition, coupled with un- 
wavering faith in the Redeemer, gave to his life 
a charm, and endeared him to all who knew 
him. His life and official administration in the 
Church were singularly pure and free from 
faults. An affectionate son, a devoted father, a 
loving husband, and an able minister of the 
New Testament, he has bequeathed to his fam- 
ily and to the Church a richer legacy than 
earth can afford.

William T. Harris, Thomas F. Cook. 2. : 

William T. Harris was the son of the Rev. 
Heon 1^1. Harris, and was born at Helena, A.rk., 
Dec. 20, 1833. In 1853, the family of Mr. Harris 
removed to Texas, and settled in Jackson county. 

At a quarterly meeting held in that countv, in 
1854, Brother William T. Harris professed re- 
ligion, and united with the Church. He was 
married in 1858, to Miss Mattie R. Shapard, liv- 
ing near Chappell Hill, Texas. At the Waco 
Conference, in 1857, he was admitted on trial in 
the traveling connection, and sent to the Colum- 
bus Circuit as junior preacher. He labored on 
the Egypt Circuit in 1859, and on the Bellville 
Circuit in 1860. For four years subsequently 
he was on the Hempstead Circuit and Station. 
In 1866, he was on the Texana Circuit. During 
the past year he was appointed to the Victoria 
• and Lavaca Station, and was engaged in this 
work when death terminated his career. ^ Before 
the fever became epidemic, Brother Harris delib- 
erately determined to remain with his flock and 
abide the consequences. At the organiza^n of 
the Lavaca Howard Association, Brother Harris 
was elected President. As the fever spread, he 
spent his whole time, day and night, in visiting 
the sick and burying the dead. During the 
second week of the fever, he was stricken down, 
and after six days of intense suffering, he died, 
August 14, 1867. As his disease became critical, 
he expressed himself as perfectly prepared for 
his end. It was the week preceding the gen- 
eral fast-day, and he had expected to hold daily 
religious services. Alluding to this, he said 
that instead of holding a meeting with his con- 
gregation, he would go to the great meeting of 
the “Church of the first-born,” in heaven. 
When asked if he had any word to send to his 
brethren, he said, ‘‘Tell my brethren at the 
Conference that I die in triumph.” To the Rev. 
I^Ir. Moore, of the Presbyterian Church, to 
whom he had become very much attached, he 



to rest. Brother Harris was a thorough scholar 
and a close student. He was rapidly rising 
to eminence as an intellectual and effective 
preacher ; but in the prime of his life, and in 
the midst of his usefulness, he has been cut down. 
He fell, however, at the post of duty, and we 
must bow submissively to the will of Him whose 
ways are inscrutable. 

Thomas F. Cook was a native of Kentucky, 
and a son of the Rev. Valentine Cook, one of the 
pioneers of Methodism in the Western country. 
In his early boyhood he made a profession of 
religion and united with the Church. After 
laboring for a number of years acceptably as a 
local preacher, he was admitted on trial in the 
traveling connection, in the Mississippi Confer- 
ence, in 1848, and the same year transferred to 
the Texas Conference. In 1849, he^was ap- 
pointed to the Egypt Circuit; in 1850, he la- 



bored on the Texana Circuit; in 1851, at Gon- 
zales ; in 1852-3, he was on the Goliad Circuit ; 
in 1856 and 1857, he labored as missionary on 
the Guadaloupe Colored Mission ; in 1858, Cedar 
Creek Circuit. For some years he was Agent 
of Soule University. In 1864, he was on the 
Boxville Circuit. At the close of the Confer- 
ence-year, he was transferred to the Rio Grande 
Conference. Though in feeble health, and sus- 
taining a supernumerary relation on Clinton 
Circuit, in 1866, he supplied the Helena Circuit. 
At our last Conference ne was appointed to the 
Boxville Circuit. In the month of July he 
visited Indianola, just as the fever broke out 
there. Before he reached home he was attacked 
with the yellow fever. Neither Brother Cook 
nor his physician suspected the dangerous nature 
of his (Bsease. He remarked, however, that he 
was not afraid to die ; but so far as is known, 
he was not conscious of his approaching disso- 
lution ; but he was all ready, and always ready 
to give an account of his stewardship. His end 
was peace. After four days’ illness, he died at 
his home, in Texana, July 24, 18b7. Brother 
Cook was an humble, spiritual Christian, a 
faithful pastor, and a successful minister, labor- 
ing night and day in the pulpit and around the 
fireside, to promote all the great interests of 
the Church, and secure the salvation of im- 
mortal souls.
